The St. Louls Relief Committee 
will meet tomorrow afternoon in 
the board room of the First Na- 
tional Bank to take stock of the 
situation confronting it and try to 
evolve a formula for carrying a re- 
lief burden far in excess of its fi- 
nancial resources. 

The committee will have before it 


‘an analysis of the anticipated case 
joad and revenue prepared under 
the direction of its chairman, W. C. 
Connett, which shows, Connett said, 
that any way the problem is fig- 
ured, there is not enough money to 
go around. 

In April the committee will have 
the city’s regular monthly appro- 
priation of $147,000 from relief bond 
issue funds, and one final allotment 
of $100,000 which represents the last 
of the State’s $6,000,000 reilef ap- 
propriation, now exhausted. In re- 
eent months the State’s contribu- 
tion to relief here has been about 
8500 to 14,000 Cases. 

the other side of the picture, 
the Ccommitte® “will have under its 
care, depending on what policy it 
decides to pursue, from 8500 to 14,- 
000 relief cases, families and unat- 
tached persons. If the case load 
should be cut to 8500, the average 
dliotment to each would be $25.50 
& month, If it should be left as 
high as 14,000, the average would be 
$15.50 a month. After April, when 
the State’s final $100,000 is gone, 
the allotments would be about $9 a 
month, assuming: a case load ‘of 
14,000. 

The figure of 14,000 relief cases 
fer April is reached by taking the 
March case load of 20,200, and as- 
suming that during this month 
4200 cases have been closed be- 
cause of WPA employment. An- 
other 2000 cases can be closed by 
stopping relief to families which 
have received it to supplement in- 
adequate wages received from WPA 
jobs or private employment, and 
allowance is made also for the 


¥ small number of cases closed each 


month for various reasons, such 
as a member of a fainily obtain- 
ing a job. 

In addition to these cuts, the 
report shows, another 2000 cases 
might be closed in arbitrary fash- 
ion, That would leave the relief 
load at 12,000, consisting of 8000 
families, and 4000 unattached men 
and women. 

8500 Are Unemployable. 

Among the 12,000 would be 8500 
cases classified as “unemployable” 
~those who could not work for a 
living even if jobs were open to 
thm. They represent the mini- 
mum relief burden considered in 
the report. If all others were 
dropped, it would still be neces- 
= to feed and shelter these peo- 
pie. 

If none but they were to be 
helped, allotments might range 
from $10 a month to a single man 
to $35 a month for families, with 
the average at 25.50 a month. If 
the 12,000 were to be helped, allot- 
ments would average $17.50, and 
would range from $8.50 to a single 
man to $22 for a family. And if 
the 14,000 cases are to be helped, 
silotments will range from $8 a 
Month to a single man to $18.50 
for a family, with the average at 
$15.50, “

Asks Nebraska Governor for Road 


to Her Orchards.

LINCOLN, Neb., March 28.—Mrs. 
Jules Sandoz, 69 years old, widow 
of “Old Jules” of Nebraska’s sand- 
hills, told Gov. R. L. Cochran today 
she would have to abandon her 
husband’s orchards south of Gor- 
don unless a road is built soon.

BERLIN, March 28.—The German 
nation will go to the polls tomorrow 
and vote “ja” (yes) in approval of 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler's policies of 
}the last three years. The election 
nominally will be for a new Reichs- 


tag (parliament) but in effect a ref- 
| erendum on Hitler’s recent viola- 
tion of the Locarno and Versailles 
treaties in sending German soldiers 
into the demilitarized Rhineland. 
Not a German “Aryan”’—man or 
woman—above the age of 20 years, 
except soldiers. will dodge the poll- 
ing places if Hitler’s Nazi storm 
troops can help it. The German 
voter will be unable to do anything 


but put a cross in the ballot’s single 
circle. For there is no provision for 
voting “no” on Nazi policies and 
no provision for any choice of 
Reichstag candidates. The voter's 
sole option is to take the Nazi par- 
ty’s ballot or leave it. If the voter 
leaves the ballot or treats it in any 
other manner except that of placing 
an “X” in the circle, his vote will 
be invalid. 
Hitler’s Intense Campaign. 


Despite the certainty of uncondi- 
tional approval of his cause and of 
his Reichstag candidates, Hitler and 
his lieutenants have conducted a 
wide and intense election campaign. 
Hitler has spoken repeatedly, de- 
claring that his policies have made 
Germany self-sustaining and _ that, 
through these policies, Germany is 
regaining her position as an equal 
power among the nations. 

When he withdrew Germany from 
the League of Nations in 1933 and 
when he proclaimed himself succes- 
sor of the late President Paul von 
Hindenburg in 1934, qualified elec- 
tors were given a chance to vote 
“ja” or “nein” afterward. This 
precedent is dispensed with in the 
present election; the citizens are 
told that they can do “constructive 
voting” only by reaffirming their 
faith in Der Feuhrer. 

A further interesting feature of 
the election is that no one outside 
of a few Nazi party chieftains 
knows how many German citizens 
are entitled to vote. Judging from 
the last election, there should be 
more than 42,000,000, but since then 
the Jews have lost their franchise 
and the 500,000 men placed under 
arms must let their electoral privi- 
leges rest until they return to civil 
life. On the other hand, the voting 
age has been lowered from 21 to 20 
years, so that the number of voters 
may be about the same as in 1934. 

In addition, Saarlanders, jubilant 
over their return to Germany, will 
vote this time. A total of 42,558,322 
valid ballots was cast in the 1934 
plebiscite divided as follows: For 
Hitler, 38,279,514; against Hitler, 4.- 
278,808. Invalid ballots. totaled 
871,056. 


No Indications of Secrecy. 


According to some reports, there 
will not even be voting booths in 
some of the rural districts but, in 
those areas, every voter will sit 
down at tables and mark his bal- 
lot publicly. Nowhere in the elec- 
tion instructions to voters is there 
a mention of secret ballots. In 
previous elections, even in this 
third Reich, the secrecy of the bal- 
lot always has been emphasized. 

Tomorrow's balloting, therefore, 
will not be an “election” in the 
common meaning of the term, but 
a vast mass mobilization of Ger- 
many’s citizenry to support Hitler 
in his dealings with foreign na- 
tions. 


The only chance of detecting any 
opposition might lie in a count of 
those who stay at home during the 
vote. It is here, however, that Hit- 
ler’s perfect party organization will 
demonstrate its abilities, for storm 
troopers are under orders to visk 
every house in Germany to make 
sure that the voters have voted. 
Automobiles and, if necessary, am- 
bulances, will be furnished for in- 
firm persons. 

The Nazi party has put up a list 
of 1035 candidates for the Reich- 
stag. The law provides that one 
member shall be elected for every 
60,000 ballots cast. The last Reich- 
stag, the largest in German his- 
tory, has 669 members. During the 
Republican administration, the max- 
imum was 608. Assuming that 42,- 
000,000 persons vote tomorrow, the 
next Reichstag may have as many 
as 700 members. Hitler will select 
them from the list of 1035 candi- 
dates, none of whom is a woman. 

Hitler has said, “I want this elec- 
tion for the benefit of foreigners. 
They must know that Germany is 
united.” 

“Lord, Make Us Free.” 


With church bells tolling through- 
out the country, Hitler, surrounded 
by all his Cabinet Ministers, turned 
to Cologne today to close the cam- 
paign with an appeal for “honor, 
freedom of peace,” and there con-

ROBBERS MANE 
PAL IN ANOTHER 
CHCAGD KILLING 


Two Accuse Third Youth 
Held in Murder of Doctor 
of Killing 63-Year-Old 
Tailor. 


POLICE CONTINUE 
QUESTIONING THEM 


Companion They Implicate 
Is in Hospital—Another 
Also Arrested in Shooting 
of Physician. 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, March  28.—Under 
steady police questioning, two of 
the four youths held as the killers 
of Dr. Silber C. Peacock added an- 
other holdup killing to the gang’s 
list of crimes tonight. 

Supervising Police Captain John 
Horan said that in addition to ad- 


mitting their parts in the killing 
of Dr. Peacock, a child specialist, 
Jan. 2, Durland Nash and Robert 
Goethe, 19 years old, had told him 
that Emil Reck, 19, also held, was 
one of two robbers who killed Peter 
Payor, 63, in his tailor shop last 
December. 

Captain Horan said Nash also 
had accused Reck in the killing of 
Miss Ellen Anderson, 37, during a 
robbery of her store last Oct. 19, but 
his story was doubted since two of 
the gang were in jail at the time. 

Questioning of the prisoners is 
being continued in an effort to con- 
nect the youths with other crimes, 
including the killing last fall of 
Kenneth Morrison, Park Depart- 
ment executive. 

Goethe, police say, was leader of 
the gang. 

Another Youth Held. 


Michael Livingston, 17, is the 
fourth youth held in the Peacock 
murder, 

Goethe, said by police to be a son 
of a “woman Fagin,” now in prison, 
is accused of being the actual kill- 
er of Dr. Peacock, who resisted the 
robbers after being lured from his 
home to “treat a sick baby.” 

Reck, who collapsed at a police 
station, is under guard in a hos- 
pital. Police said he was in serious 
condition from stomach ulcers. 

Arrest of the youths resulted 
from two months of investigation 
by -‘Sergt. Andrew Aiken and three 
assistants, Sergts. Leo Anderson, 
Timothy Donovan and Patrick Mc- 
Shane, who pieced together reports 
of a series of holdups in which doc- 
tors, answering fake calls, were 
the victims, and concluded Dr. Pea- 
cock was killed by the same gang. 

Expecting that other doctors 
would be victimized, the detectives 
accompanied physicians on dozens 
of night calls, without result. Then 
luck stepped in. 


Arrests, Story of Killing. 


Doris Robbins, 17, was reported 
missing. Two policemen questioned 
Nash, who had known her. He 
said he did not know where the 
girl was. He denied a random ac- 
cusation he was a holdup man—but 
then he blurted out that two of his 
friends—Goethe and Reck — had 
committed robberies. 

The three seemed to fit descrip- 
tions turned in by doctor-victims of 
robberies. Several doctors identi- 
fied them. Then the three impli- 
cated Livingston. 

The youths said they closed in on 
the doctor as he got out of his 
machine in answering the fake 
call. Nash was quoted as saying: 

“Dr. Peacock started to fight. I 
hit him with my pistol. Living- 
ston or Reck grabbed a knife out 
of the dictor’s bag and cut him on 
the head and neck. He kicked 
Goethe. That made him mad and 
Goethe shot him. We put the body 
in the car and hauled it away. 

“We divided the money—$5 apiece 
—at a tavern.” 


110-ROOM COUNTRY RESORT 


W. K. Vanderbilt Mansion on Long 
Island Sold to Syndicate.

NEW YORK, March 28. — Idle- 
hour, 110-room mansion built more 
than 30 years ago on the south 
shore of Long Island by the late 
William K. Vanderbilt, has been 
bought by a syndicate planning to 
convert it into a resort or country 
club. 

The $2,500,000 dwelling, with its 
100-car garage and 25 rooms and 
four baths in the servants’ quar- 
ters, has been unoccupied more 
than a year, after having changed 
hands many times in the past 15 
years. There are 27 master bed- 
rooms and 18 baths in one wing, 
and 12 master’s rooms in the other. 
A giass-enclosed tennis court re 
putedly cost $100,000. Five miles 
of navigable canals are a feature 
of the landscaped grounds, 


RELIEF AGENCIES 
ACCUSED OF AIDING 
SUGAR BEET FIRMS 


Witness Washington 
Says ‘‘Hunger Pressure” 
Has Forced Workers to 
Take ‘‘Starvation” Pay.

‘COMPANIES SAVE 
$200,000 A YEAR’ 


This Amount Formerly 


Was Spent to Recruit 
Men for Colorado Fields, 
It Is Alleged.

WASHINGTON, March 28.— 
Southern sharecroppers, beet sugar 
workers, laborers in the onion fields 
and other agricultural employes 
have presented to Federal officials 
here during the last two days a 
detailed picture of “starvation” 
wages and long hours of work 
which many speakers charged was 
equivalent to slavery. 

The statements were made at a 
meeting of agricultural workers 
and Government officials arranged 
by the National Committee on 
Rural Social Planning. 

The AAA has come in for bitter 
criticism, many representatives of 
the agricultural unions participat- 
ing in the conference charging that, 
while the administration’s policy 
may have benefited the farmer, it 
had worked new hardships on ten- 
ants and sharecroppers. Most of 
this criticism was directed at the 
way in which the AAA, the Reset- 
tlement Administration and various 
relief agencies have been admin- 
istered in the field. 

Officials of the various agricul- 
tural and relief agencies have for 
the most part contented themselves 
with pointing out the labor provi- 
sions contained in New Deal laws 
and the intention on the part of 
Washington administrators to ex- 
tend the benefits down to agricul- 
tural labors. 

About Sugar Beet Workers. 

The most startling statement at 
today’s session was made by 
J. T. Mahoney, in charge of the 
welfare work of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus in the Colorado sugar beet 
fields. Mahoney charged that Fed- 
eral relief agencies for the last five 


,years have been in league with beet 


Sugar growers and the big sugar 
companies to create “hunger pres- 
sure” which compelled workers to 
accept “starvation” wages. 

“Relief has been a wonderful 
thing for the big sugar people,” 
Mahoney said. 

“Formerly the associations of 
sugar growers—and that’s really the 
company—spent $200,000 a year to 
recruit labor in Texas, New Mexico 
and the Southwest generally. Re- 
lief has saved them this $200,000 a 
year. 

“A different kind of recruiting is 
going on now with the aid of WPA 
and all these other organizations. 
They put hunger-pressure on these 
people, turning them off relief 
about a month before they will be 
wanted in the sugar beet fields so 
that they'll be good and hungry and 
will go to work without arguing too 
much about wages.” 


Governor Sent Protest. 

Charity, in attempting to keep 
Colorado’s 30,000 beet sugar work- 
ers alive, after they are turned off 
each season by the growers, “subsi- 
dizes” the sugar industry, Mahoney 
said. Two years ago, he declared, 
the only way a family could get re- 
lief was to have an indorsement 
from one of the big sugar compa- 
nies. He produced a telegram sent 
by Gov. Johnson of Colorado to Har- 
ry L. Hopkins, Relief Administra- 
tor, protesting against the Govern- 
ment’s relief policy in the sugar 
beet fields. 

“The past three years have been 
the worst years in the sugar beet 
industry,” Mahoney said, charging 
that while the AAA contract with 
the growers provided a nominal 
price to laborers of $19.50 an acre, 
this was reduced to $10.50 an acre 
by the “tricky” terms of the con- 
tract. 

Mahoney’s charges drew a heat- 
ed reply from Dr. Joshua Bern- 
hardt, head of AAA’s sugar section. 
Bernhardt read the labor provisions 
contained in sugar contracts to re- 
fute Mahoney. He maintained that 
the AAA had greatly benefited labor 
and had virtually done away with 
child labor. 

Previous Testimony. 

At yesterday’s conference repre- 
sentatives of the Southern Tenant 
Farmers’ Union charged that Re- 
settlement Administration officials 
were “thieves” and that representa- 
tives of Resettlement, AAA and 
WPA were in league with plantation 
owners to keep tenants and share- 
croppers in Arkansas and Alabama 
in serfdom. Union representatives

‘NUMBERS RACKET’ DEFENDANT 
SHOT TO DEATH AT BALTIMORE

Police Say Charles Gaither, 
dicted With 70 Others, Was 
“Taken for Ride.”

BALTIMORE, March 28.—Charles 
Gaither, indicted with others, in- 
cluding more than 30 policemen in 
a recent “numbers racket” investi- 
gation, was found shot to death to- 
day. Police said he had been 
“taken for a ride.” 

The body was lying on the lawn 
of a vacant summer house near 
Perry Hall, in Baltimore County, 
with a bullet wound in the head. 
His wife’s car was near by. He 
apparently had been driven to the 
scene, shot and dumped to the 
ground. 

Edward Booker, indicted with 
Gaither in connection with the op- 
eration of a lottery syndicate, was 
questioned by the police. Officers 
also questioned Gaithers’ wife and 
another person in an effort to de- 
termine if Gaither was murdered 
for disclosures he might have made 
in the gambling inquiry. 

Gaither did not surrender after 
his indictment, but posted bond of 
$10,000. More than 40 in addition 
to the policemen were indicted with 
him, 


ECLIPSE EXPEDITION INSURED 
AGAINST FAILURE BY LLOYD'S 


For First Time in 13 Years That 
Going to Far East Obtains 
Protection.

SWARTMORE, Pa., March 28.— 
For the first time in 13 years an in- 
surance company has agreed 
to issue a policy insuring 4 
scientific expedition against failure 
in photographing a solar eclipse. Dr. 
Howard Shapley of the Harvard 
College observatory announces that 
Lloyd’s of London will insure a Har- 
vard expedition which will travel 
to the Far East this summer to ob- 
serve the eclipse to be visible in 
Japan, Siberia and Russia. 

“The first time such expeditions 
were insured was for the eclipse of 
1923, which was visible across Mex- 
ico and Lower California,” Dr. John 
A. Miller, retired director of the 
Sproul Observatory at Swarthmore 
College, said. Dr. Miller headed a 
Swarthmore expedition to Mexico 
that year.

Telephone Exchange, said tonight 
that eight persons were reported 
killed and several others injured 
when a passenger train struck a 
bus at a crossing here.

many were killed and injured. He 
said he had been informed, how- 
ever, that the dead included two 
Negro children and three white 
women. 

The injured were taken to the 
hospital at Macon. Lineberger said 
he understood the bus driver lost

TRENTON, N. J., March 28.—A 
purported “confession” of the Lind- 
bergh baby kidnaping by a former 
Trenton man was disclosed tonight 
to have been used by Gov. Harold 
G. Hoffman as a basis for calling 
the Court of Pardons to meet Mon- 
day on Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann’s second plea for clemency, 

The Governor was reported to 


have mailed to all members of the 
Court of Pardons copies of a state- 
ment made by the man to Ellis H. 
Parker, chief of Burlington County 
detectives, who has insisted that 
Hauptmann is innocent of the mur 
der of the Lindbergh child. 

Hauptmann is scheduled to be 
put to death in the electric chair 
for the crime at 8 p. m. Tuesday. 

There was a tendency on the part 
of those opposed to Gov. Hoffman's 
activities in Hauptmann’s behalf to 
discount the value of the “confes- 
sion,” which had been rumored in 
Trenton for several days. 

Prosecutors Meet. 

Attorney-General David T. Wi- 
lentz, chief prosecutor of Haupt- 
mann, has been furnished a copy 
of the statement which is said to 
be unsigned and not in affidavit 
form but to consist of questions by 
Parker and answers by the man. 

Wilentz, Anthony M. Hauck Jr., 
Hunterdon County prosecutor, and 
Col. H. Norman Schwarzkopf, head 
of the State police, and Capt. John 
J. Lamb of the State police, met at 
the hotel to consider a course of 
action by the prosecution officials 
to meet this new attack on the case 
against Hauptmann. 

The man mentioned in the state 
ment was once under observation in 
a mental hospital, and served a 
term for perjury. 

Gist of Alleged Confession. 

The author of the statement was 
said to be in custody of Gus Lock- 
wood, State Motor Vehicle Inspec- 
tor, and an active investigator for 
the Governor, near Mount Holly, 
where Parker lives. 

He was quoted in the statement 
as having said he constructed the 
kidnaper’s ladder, but found it was 
too short and used a rear stairway 
to enter the Lindbergh nursery at 
Hopewell. 

Continuing, the statement said 
he took the child from the crib, 
leaving the ransom note, and re- 
turned to Trenton in an automo- 
bile. 

He was quoted as saying he kept 
the child at his house for threes 
days, but the baby fell out of bed, 
fracturing the skull. He added that 
he took the body to the Hopewell- 
Mount Rose road, where the Lind- 
bergh baby’s body was found, and 
that no attempt was made to col- 
lect ransom, 

Parker was quoted tonight by the 
Trenton Times-Advertiser as say- 
ting “I won't confirm or deny any- 
thing.” He previously had denied 
any knowledge of the statement or 
of a new arrest in the cde. 

It was reported that the man 
went to Parker and submitted to 
questioning voluntarily. 

Appeal Once Denied, 

Five of the eight members of the 
court already have passed twice on 
the Hauptmann case—once as 
members of the Court of Errors 
and Appeals, which is the highest 
tribunal in the State, and once as 
members of the Court of Pardons, 
Two members of the Court of Par- 
dons did not hear the case in the 
Court of Errors and Appeals.

WASHINGTON, March 28, — If 


personal animosities can be over- 


come, a law curbing the lobbyists 
finally will be enacted at this ses- 
gion by a reluctant Congress. The 
effectiveness of the measure, if it 
is approved, will depend on Senator 
Black (Dem.) of Alabama, chair- 
man of the Senate special lobby 
investigating committee, and mem- 
bers of the House Rules Committee, 
who tried their hands at investigat- 
ing last session. 

The action of the House yester- 
day in passing the equivocal Smith 
lobby registration bill without a rec- 
ord vote illustrated the timidity of 
representatives to deal realistically 
with the lobbying problem. The 
Senate in late years has approved 
the Caraway and the Black anti- 
lobbying bills, and each time the 
House has refused to consider them. 
But passage of the Smith bill yes- 
terday gave the Senate an oppor- 
tunity to insist on effective legisla- 
tion, and Senators Norris, Black 
and Couzens can be counted on to 
make the most of it. 

Applies to Smaller Fry. 

The House bill, sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Howard W. Smith 
(Dem.) of Virginia, a member of 
the Rules Committee, was offered 
as a substitute for the drastic 
Black bill passed by the Senate 
last session. It calls for the regis- 
tration of paid lobbyists, but ex- 
empts representatives of such im- 
portant agencies as the nationally 
organized units of farmers, 
erans, labor and apparently indus- 
try. The bill does not affect lob- 
byists who appear before Govern- 
mental agencies other than Con- 
gress and it is doubtful whether 
some of the most prominent polit- 
ical lawyer-lobbyists will be re- 
quired to supply the infgrmation 
required from the smaller fry. 

Although an elaborate system of 
registration is outlined in the bill, 
only those persons and organiza- 
tions whose “principal purpose” is 
to influence legislation, and whose 
funds are collected and used “prin- 


cipally” to that end are required to 
comply. 

The Black bill covers’ these 
points, without exemptions, and 


calls for registration of all those 
who ply their trade before execu- 
tive departments: in efforts to in- 
fluence the terms of Government 
contracts. 

The debate on the floor yesterday 
indicated the reluctance of the 
House to pass lobby legislation. 
Chairman John J. O'Connor of the 
powerful House Rules Committee, 
brother of Basil O’Connor, who has 
been frequently mentioned in lobby 
investigation, ridiculed the influ- 
ence of lobbyists and inferentially 
tried to ridicule the need for lob- 
by legislation. Basil O'Connor is a 
former law partner of President 
Roosevelt. 

“As Influencial as Janitors.” 

“Lobbyists are just a nuisance to 


members of Congress,” O'Connor 
told the House. “They never do 
what they say they do, but they 


geem to be able to collect money 
back home for their supposed use- 
fulness. In my opinion janitors 
have as much) influence on legisia- 
tion as lobbyists.” 

Chairman O'Connor, however, did 
not: say that a janitor would have 
difficulty in getting an appointment 
with a Congressman and would be 
unable to entertain his legislator | 
friends in his home or make cam- 
paign contributions. 

A few of the Republiqn Repre- 
sentatives, taking a cue from 
O'Connor, also tried to ridicule the 
mild Smith bill. 
Charlies L. Gifford (Rep.), of Mas- 
sachusetts facetiously declared that | 
the clerk of the House should fur-| 
hish identification badges for regis- 
tered lobbyists. Gifford said the 
proposed measure would “terrorize” 
persons legitimately interested in 
legislation and predicted that it 
would stigmatize a lot of worthy 
men, while allowing the “Frank- 
furter boys” to lobby all they 
please.

PARIS. March 28.—With the 


French france and other gold cur- 
rencies under international finan- 
cial fire, the Bank of France acted 


today to protect its gold supply. 
The bank regents, in extraordinary 
session, raised the discount rate to 
5 per cent from 3%: per cent, the 
first increase since last Nov. 25. 
Uneasiness over the German sit- 
uation and fear that the French 
Government might decide on infla- 
tion of the franc were regarded as 
contributory causes to the increase. 
Investors and speculators were 
disposing of their francs in great 
quantities in the world’s foreign 
exchange markets. They were sell- 
ing their franes and buying United 
States dollars and British pounds. 
(United States dollars, apparent- 
ly, were the preferred medium of 
reinvestment, for the dollar quota- 
tion gained %-cent to the pound in 
the London foreign exchange mar- 
ket, while both pounds and dollars 
advanced in relation to the franc. 
Despite the manipulations of the of- 
ficial exchange control fund on the 
London market, the franc fell off 
from 75.03 to 75.04 to the pound. 
The action of the bank regents 
was unusual, inasmuch as any 
change in the bank rate ordinarily 
is announced on Thursdays and the 
regents rarely assemble on Satur- 
days. 
They decided to increase not only 
the discount rate but to make a 
similar increase in the rates for 30- 
day loans and to increase the rate 
for loans on stocks from 5 to 6 per 
cent. 
The prices on rentes, Government 
securities, slipped slightly through- 
out the short day’s trading, but it 
was thought the bank action would 
bolster up the market over the 


week-end. 
In the local foreign exchange 
market, the value of the franc in 


relation to the dollar fell 2% cen- 
times, closing officially at 15.1825 
francs (6.58 cents to the franc).

Col. Mark O. Kimberling, prison 
warden, modifying an earlier state- 
ment, said today:

SENDS PROTEST 
70 MANGHUKUO 


In Note Demands Ending 
of Border Raids—Makes 
Defensive Treaty With 
Russia.

MOSCOW, March 28.—A demand 
for immediate action to put an end 
to frontier raids was made in a 
note from the Government of Outer 
Mongolia to the Manchoukuoan ad- 
ministration made public here to- 
night, 

The Mongolian note was sent 
Friday, after resumption of border 
fighting, which the Mongolians de- 
clared resulted from an attempt by 
Japanese and Manchoukuoan troops 
to occupy a Mongolian frontier post 
in the Norin Lake district. 

Mongolia expressed surprise, in 
the note, that raiding had been 
resumed at a moment when the 
two governments were negotiating 
for settlement of boundary differ- 
ences through a mixed investigat- 
ing commission. 

The purpose of the raids, Outer 
Mongolia asserted, “cannot be con- 
sidered as other than ‘to disrupt 
negotiations and increase tension 
caused by the endless violations of 
Mongolian territory by Japanese 
and Manchoukuoan forces.” 

The official Russian press inti- 
mated that the Japanese were in- 
stigating the critical situation along 
the border of Manchoukuo, set up 
as an independent State by Japan, 
and the Russian-advised republic 
of Outer Mongolia. 

These intimations accompanied 
the announcement that Outer Mon- 
golia had agreed to a mutual as- 
sistance pact with Soviet Russia, 
which provides for Russian aid to 
repel any invasion of Mongolia by 
foreign forces. 

Soviet press reports said five Jap- 
anese cavalrymen had crossed the 
dead line of the border between 
Manchoukuo and Russia near Bor- 
zinsky, and that only two of them 
had escaped alive. A Soviet border 
patrol caught them. 

Official] Soviet sources said there 
was no ground for a discussion be- 
tween Manchoukuo and the Soviet 
Government regarding the location 
of frontier lines. 

Izvestia published an official 
statement which said: “The Jap- 
anese Government understands the 
necessity for an exact fulfillment of 
the provisions of the Peiping and 
Mukden treaties, obliging both sides 
to respect existing borders. The Sov- 
iet Union, for its part, is fulfilling 
these obligations and its forces not 
once have violated the Manchou- 
kuoan frontier. The border con- 
flicts have been exclusively the re- 
sult of raids by Japanese and Man- 
choukuoans.”

LONDON, March 28.—What is 
the net result of the Rhineland de- 
bate in the House of Commons? 

British Foreign Secretary Eden's 
clever speech was reassuring on 
minor points of apprehension, but 
he never budged on the most dan- 
gerous point in the white paper 
(the British document revealing 
the four-power proposals to Ger- 
many) viz: the conclusion of a 
military convention with France. 

That means only one thing. If 
there is war between France ani 
Germany over the occupation of 
the Rhineland, We are in it. 

We shall send our young men fo 
die, this time on German soil, to 
punish these arrogant and aggres- 
sive Teutons for daring to make 
preparations for the defense of 
their own soil against a foreign 
invader. 

France can spend $500,000,000 on 
the erection of huge fortifications 
within a few miles of the German 
border. 

We can vote for plans which in- 
volve the expenditure of an extra 
$1,500,000,000 to protect our island 
against any menace. 

But If Germany Acts. 

But, if the Germans propose to 

throw up even a pill box to guard 
their famous cities at their great 
est industrial area against an in- 
vader whose troops are now mass- 
ing under cover within a few hours’ 
march of the gates of these towns, 
then “measures must be concerted,” 
and that “forthwith,” between the 
general army staffs of Britain and 
France to punish such an act of 
perfidy against international law. 
The French are now fully aware 
that we are pledged to stand by 
them in their new interpretation 
of the sanctions of Versailles and 
Locarno. 
Assurances given by Eden of Brit- 
ish comradeship in military action 
will give a more confident turn to 
French diplomacy. The French 
would hardly like to bomb German 
towns with merely the aid of squad- 
rons of Communist airplanes from | 
Russia. 
It is a different matter when 
they have the naval and air fleets 
of the British Empire at their dis- 
posal and when they have to be ac- 
companied on their march across 
the Rhine by divisions of British 
infantry. 

Union Jack Preferred. 
Bourgeois France is uneasy about 
planting the tricolor side by side 
with the red flag. They would pre- 
fer the union jack. These military 
arrangements with us reassure 
them on this point of respectabil- 
ity. That is why the white paper 


for the French-British military con- 
vention. Sir Edward Grey was the 
other. Herbert Asquith merely con- 
curred. 

Haldane worked hard and skill- 
fully at perfecting the regular army 
and territorials for the part they 
were to play on continental battle- 
fields in certain contingencies.

NEW DOUBLE STAR DISCOVERED 


Revolutions Fastest Yet Known, 
Dutch Astronomer Says. 
By the Associated Press. 
DELAWARE, 0O., March 28.—A 
young Dutch astronomer, Prof. 
Gerard Kuiper, announced tonight 
the discovery of a double star hav- 
ing the fastest speed of revolution 
yet known. The speed of revolution 
is the period during which the two 
stars revolve about each other.. 
Prof. Kuiper is visiting Perkins 
Observatory of Ohio Wesleyan and 
Ohio State Universities. He says 
the binary—or double star—is in the 
constellation of Ophiuchus and that 
its period of revolution is 20 months. 
The most rapid binary previously 
known has a period of revolution of 
about five years. The newly dis- 
covered. binary is 20 light years 
from the earth and is a ninth mag- 
nitude star and is therefore not 
visible to the naked eye.

CUT SHORT BY POLICE 


Four Talk to Stranger, Who 
Turns Out to Be Railroad 
Special Agent. 


Four runaway girls, Hollywood- 
bound along the highways, talked 
with a stranger at an East St. Louis 
filling station yesterday, and one of 
them offered him an apple. The 
stranger informed them that he 
was a railroad special agent, and 
turned them over to police for re- 
turn to their homes in East Liver- 
pool, O. 

The girls said they were Ruth 
Anderson, 14 years old, grade school 
student; Lois Oliver, 16, high school 
sophomore; Helen Trelevan, 15, high 
school freshman, and Tillie Kirch- 
ner, 17-year-old housemaid., 

They told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter they left East Liverpool last 
Wednesday night. Their first ride, 
with a friendly truck driver, took 
them only to Empire, O., about 30 
miles from East Liverpool, where 
they slept in a boxcar. Luck fav- 
ored them for a while, after that, 
and they got to Indianapolis, Fri- 
day, and reached East St. Louis yes- 
terday, riding in trucks. 

Questioned as to their reasons for 
leaving home, the girls explained 
that they had “tired of life” in East 
Liverpool, a town of 23,300 popula- 
tion, and, besides, the town was 
partly flooded in the recent rise of 
the Ohio River. They had suggest- 
ed to their parents that they move 
to a larger city, without success, 
they said. The runaways said they 
had hoped to reach Hollywood “for 
a trial in the movies,” but were now 
satisfied to give up the plan and 
return to East Liverpool.

nication to commanding officers of 
police districts.

“Whenever and wherever a boy- 
gun combination is encountered it 
shall be the duty of the police offi- 
cer, irrespective of his rank, to stop 
the boy, take charge of the gun and 
see that the youngster is escorted 
home. Arriving there, the officer 
is to explain courteously but firm- 
ly the facts in the case to the par-

Other Shrubs, Plants and Trees, Except 
European Sycamores, Escaped Serious 
Damage, Says Forester. 


Extremely low temperatures last 
winter killed many rosebushes in 


public parks, froze others down to 
the ground and damaged some of 
the less hardy shrubs, City Forester 
Ludwig Baumann said yesterday. 
Sudden thawing and freezing also 
damaged European sycamores caus- 
ing the wood to split. 

Nearly all types of climbing roses 
were frozen down to the ground, if 
they had been left unprotected last 
fall, while those that were covered 
around the roots with a mulch, 
froze down to the mulch line. New 
sprouts, however, have appeare@ 
from the protected wood, or from 
the roots, and the damage is not 
permanent, unless the plant was 
entirely killed. 

There was a greater percentage 
of loss in the hybrid teas and hy- 
brid perpetual] rosebushes, which al- 
most without exception froze down 
to the ground, unless they had 
been mulched or heaped over with 
earth around the base early in the 
winter, Baumann said. Less hardy 
varieties were killed by the frost, 
but those which have live roots or 
green wood are sprouting and will 
recover. Most rose plants freeze 
back even in a winter of normal 
temperature. 

Shrub Roses Escape. 

The hardier varieties of shrub 
roses, like the rugosas and hugonis, 
showed no damage, and already 
have leaf buds growing from the 
base to the tips of the canes. 

On early flowering shrubs, most 
of the damage was to flower buds, 
Baumann said. The forsythia, or 
Golden Bell, which came into bloom 
this week, has only a sparse num- 
ber of flowers, compared to last 
spring’s bloom, which loaded the 
branches. Flower buds on the 
double-flowering peach and plum 
and spirea thunbergi seem to have 
been somewhat damaged, but the 
Japanese quince, which follows the 
forsythia into bloom is covered 
with flower buds. 

Among the hardy shrubs which 
withstood the unusually low tem- 
peratures, and are widely planted 
in this section of the country, were: 
Viburnums, American red bud, ta- 
marix, althea, bridal wreath spirea, 
regal privet, lilacs, French and com- 
mon variety; willows, flowering 
almond, cornus, weigelia, euony- 
mous, hawthorne and barberry. 

The common privet, planted 
widely for a trimmed hedge, was 
frozen down to the ground, but it 
usually suffers some winter dam- 
age. The vitex or chaste bush, the 
butterfly bush, and myrtle, which 


are native to sections with milder 

winters, likewise were killed to the 

ground, but will grow out again. 
Kerria Frozen Back. 

The double-flowering yellow 
kerria was frozen back to within 
a foot of the ground, while the jet- 
bead, Chinese red bud and a few 
other shrubs, show some tip dam- 
age, not serious. 

Of the flowering trees, Baumann 
said, the collection of Japanese 
flowering peach trees in Forest 
Park were not injured. Some Chi- 
nese magnolias in the park showed 
damage to flower buds, but the 
sweetbay magnolia, native to the 
Southern states, did not appear to 
be damaged in any way. 

Chinese arborvitaes alone of the 
evergreen conifers, Baumann said, 
suffered bad frost damage, some 
being killed and others frozen 
back. They are native to a warmer 
climate. Pines, spruces, hemlocks 
and firs were not affected. 

Of the broadleaf evergreens, or 
those which are classed as such in

tected. 

Bulbous plants showed no dam- 
age in spite of the unusual depth 
to which the ground was frozen. 
Tulips, hyacinths, snowballs, crocus, 
scillas and others have come up as 
usual and the earlier types already 
are in bloom. 

Perennial plants, native or those 
which have proved hardy in this 
section of the country, also were 
not affected.

Education would play an impor- 
tant part also in providing a means 
of enjoying greater leisure time, he 
said. With an industrial civiliza- 
tion giving more hours to the 
worker for his own use, the higher 
educational institutions can teach 
the students to devote their spare 
time in an intellectual, reflective 
and aesthetic manner. 

This would not mean something 
abstract and dull, Dr. Walters ex- 
plained, but will provide for the 
enjoyment of literature, philosophy, 
science, art and music as a hobby 
to be pursued after the day’s work 
is completed. By making human 
existence orderly, beautiful and 
creative, he said, education could 
correct the abuses of a machine 


age. 

Dr. Walters declared that while 
critics of higher education often 
questionéd whether funds raised 
by taxation for the support of uni- 
versities were wisely spent, he 
thought that education offered a 
profitable investment for the indi- 
vidual student and for _ society. 
More than ever, he said, the scien- 
tific method of the American uni- 
versity was essential to solve the 
multitude of economic and indus- 
trial problems. 

He expressed the opinion that a 
diploma did not necessarily assure 
the student of financial success 
when he left the college. “We all 
realize,” he said, “that the finan- 
cia) rewards for college attendance 
have been over-advertised and we 
see the fallacy of claiming too much 
for collegiate training. I should 
say that the shallowness of the 
earlier emphasis on the financial 
rewards of going to college was re- 
vealed during the depression.” 

However, he declared, most stu- 
dents profited personally by edu- 
cation. The liberal culture of the 
college assisted them to use their 
leisure time wisely and in normal 
times business and industry tended 
to give a preference to holders of 
college degrees, he said.

Tuesday—Departments Seek 
$3,000,000 Increase. 


Budget Director Arthur C. Mey- 
ers is preparing to submit to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment Tuesday a city budget for the 
coming fiscal year, aggregating not 
more than the total expenditures of 


the closing year. 

Expenditures for the 
year, which closes April 14, will be 
about $19,395,055, and the estimates 
for the coming year submitted by 
heads of various city deparmtents 
amount to $22,536,056. To avoid in- 
creasing the budget over that of 
the current year will require cut- 
ting more than $3,000,000 from the 
estimates submitted by heads of 
departments. 

Meyers said a prospective loss in 
property tax revenue from a reduc- 
tion of approximately $21,000,000 in 
real estate assessments was eX- 


present 


pected to be made up by increases 
in revenue from liquor excises and 
the gasoline tax. 

The Board of Estimate will call 
in the heads of departments to dis- 
cuss the budget as submitted by 
‘he director before putting it in 
form to submit to the Board of Al- 
dermen at its tirer session of the 
next fiscal year April 21. 

An increase of about $969,000 has 
been asked for by the Department 
of Streets and Sewers, of which 
$250,000 is for traffic signals and 
other safety devices. The Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare is asking 
for an increase of about $600,000, 
mostiy for hospitals and health ser- 
vice. Included is an item of $53,000 
for health service in parochial 
schools comparable to that in pub- 
lic schools.

Officials Figure Person. Earning as 
Low as $800 a Year Could 
Own His Home.

eral Housing Administration offi-

Farmer - Labor Convention 
Adopts Tentative Proposal 
for Organization. 


By the Associated Press. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., March 28.—The 
Farmer-Labor party State conven- 
tion adopted a resolution today look- 
ing toward formation of a national 
third party for the 1936 campaign., 
36812 to 250%. 

The ballot was taken after sev- 
eral prominent State leaders argued 
against the resolution, but Gov. 
Floyd B. Olson, who yesterday 
opened the door for such action in 
his keynote speech, expressed the 
opinion it could do no harm. 

One opponent of the resolution, 
Knud Wefald, Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioner, urged that 
action be postponed another four 
years and expressed “the hope in 
1940, if God gives Floyd B. Olson 
health and strength, he will be a 
candidate for President.” Wefald’s 
motion was ruled out of order, 

Gov. Olson said he regarded the 
resolution as not committing the 
liberals to the plan of putting a 
third national ticket in the field 
this year nor authorizing the forma- 
tion of such a ticket unless a sec- 
ond convention ratified any action 
a Suggested exploratory conference 
might take. 

The resolution said, in part: “Re- 
solved, That a special committee be 
elected with representation from 
each congressional district to call 
conference of and to co-operate 
with other progressive labor, farm- 
er and political organizations and 
leaders in calling a national con- 
ference to explore the possibilities 
of a national Farmer-Labor ticket 
in 1936 and in promoting state 
Farmer-Labor parties, a concerted 
campaign to elect Farmer-Labor 
Congressmen in the 1936 campaign, 
and in building a national Farmer- 
Labor party.” 

Another resolution adopted said: 
“We condemn,the Fascist labor- 
baiting tactics of William Randolph 
Hearst and the newspapers he con- 
trols. We extend our wholeheart- 
ed sympathy to the strikers of the 
Wisconsin News and agree to con- 
tribute to the full extent of our 
ability to a fund for the strikers.”

“JA” TODAY ON HITLER 
RHINELAND POLICY 
Continued From Page One. 


fessed he had “hurt millions to 
create a new national unity,” and 
closed his appeal with a fervent 
“God help us.” 

Every German, no matter wheth- 
er he was at home, on the street 
or in a public place, was called on 
to interrupt whatever he was doing 
and sing, “Lord, Make Us Free,” 
just as Hitler mounted the rostrum 
to deliver his final campaign 
speech. 


The tolling bells of the famous 
Cologne Cathedral, with which 
those of all local churches chimed, 
heralded the beginning of the na- 
tional singing of the hymn, “Dank- 
gebet,” and the opening of church- 
es for special prayers. The hymn 
was translated ‘rom the Dutch in 
1877 by Josef Weyl, a Jewish poet. 

As with yesterday’s speech at Es- 
sen, in the heart of Germany’s steel 
producing region, a nation-wide net- 
work of loudspeakers was  ar- 
ranged to make Hitler’s Cologne ad- 
dress reach the most remote cor- 
ners of the country. 


Operas and theaters were closed. 
Nazis rallied at meeting halls and 
public places. Torchlight proces- 
sions tonight signaled the close of 
the campaign. 


In the Rhineland, pillars were 
erected and flagpoles were virtual- 
ly covered under tens of thousands 
of swastika flags. 

The two great Zeppelins, the old 
Graf and the new Von Hindenburg, 
flew over the country, showering 
small flags on the cities. Over 
Berlin handbills were dumped from 
the Von Hindenburg. They urged 
the populace to support Hitler. The 
two ships then visited the Rhine- 
land. 

Nazi party district leaders and 
Government officials concluded 
their tours of the country with dec- 
larations: “The last German must 
be won to make the election returns 
100 per cent.” 


Confers With Von Ribbentrop. 


Before leaving Essen for his final 
address in Cologne, Hitler con- 
ferred with Joachim von Ribben- 
trop, his ambassador-at-large, who 
returned yesterday from the Lon- 
don negotiations concerning the 
Rhineland crisis. 

Von Ribbentrop gave Hitler the 
latest information concerning the 
succession of London events which 
saw the League of Nations Coun- 
cil condemn Germany’s treaty vio- 
lation and the other Locarno Pow- 
ers advance proposals for a settle- 
ment. 


HITLER CLOSES | 
HIS CAMPAIGN 
WITH PRAYER 


COLOGNE, Germany, March 28. 
—Reichsfuehrer Hitler ended his 
national election campaign tonight 
with a confession and a prayer. 
In a speech heard directly and by 
radio by millions of persons - who 
will give their unqualified approval 
of his policies at the polls tomor- 
row, Der Fuehrer said: 

“I know I have hurt millions of 
persons but I had to do it in order 
to create a new national unity.” 

With his voice at an evangelistic 


fervently spoken words: 

“May God Almighty bless us so 
we may continue our fight for free- 
dom, honor and peace. So be it and 
God help us.” 

Earlier he recapitulated his peace 
desires for the nation, Saying he 
was extending his hand to all peo- 
ples and that more security than 
that could not be obtained any- 
where. 

“No one in this world.” he said, 
“has talked more ur worked harder 
for peace than I, because I have 
seen more of war than many of 
my international opponents.

WILFRED JONES FILES 


PLEA AGANST OUSTER 


Asks . Probate Judge to Set 
Aside Order Removing Him 
as Administrator. 


A motion that Probate Judge 
Glendy B. Arnold set aside his order 
of last Monday ousting Attorney 
Wilfred Jones as executor of the 
$17,727 estate of Mrs. Rosa M. Mey- 
er was filed in Probate Court yes 
terday by Jones, the baby broker 
in the Muench hoax. 

Jones, who was characterized in 
the removal order as “an unfit and 
improper person” to administer the 
affairs of the estate, contended that 


the ouster was illegal in that it was 
made on the Court’s motion that no 
petition had been filed specifically 
asking his removal. 

Judge Arnold, finding that’ the 
executor had been “guilty of wrong- 
ful waste and malfeasance,” ordered 
him to return to the estate a to- 


tal of $3328.50. This figure included 
fees of $727.30 already taken by 


Jones, which the Court declared for. 
feit. The order for return of the 
money also was made binding on 
the Maryland Casualty Co., which 
had signed Jones’ official bond. In 
his place, William H. Meyer, 4130 
Shreve avenue, husband of Rosa 
M. Meyer, was named administra- 
tor. 


-Jones was represented in the mo 
tion filed yesterday by Shepard R. 
Evans, to whom he has paid $700 
in fees as attorney for the executor 
of the Meyer estate. In the order 
of removal Judge Arnold instructed 
Jones to return all but $250 of 
the lawyer's fee to the estate. 


In a hearing prior to the entry 
of the ouster order, Judge Arnold 
said he intended to call the atten- 
tion of the grand jury to evidence 
before him indicating that the sig- 
nature of Jones had been removed 
from two checks purportedly cover- 
ing payments from the executor to 
Meyer as an heir. Meyer had repu- 
diated indorsements on the checks 
purporting to be his, saying he had 
not signed them. 


After the ouster order Judge Ar- 
nold sent a letter to Circuit At- 
torney Franklin Miller which, it 
was understood, called the attention 
of the prosecutor to the actions of 
the executor of the Meyer estate. 
The Probate Judge declined to dis- 
cuss the content of the communi- 
cation. Circuit Attorney Miller said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
was considering the matter.

CLEVELAND, O., March 28.—The

‘VERA STRETZ 10 TAKE 
STAND AGAIN MONDAY 


Murder Defendant to Continue 
Story of Relations With 
Employer She Killed. 


By the Associated Press 

NEW YORK, March 28. — Vera 
Stretz, 32-year-old secretary on trial 
for the killing of her employer, Dr. 
Fritz Gebhardt, wealthy German 
importer, will return to the witness 
stand Monday to continue her tes- 
timony and undergo cross-examina- 


tion by State's attorneys. The trial 
was in recess today 
Her attorney, Samuei Leibowitz, 


declined to disclose what other wit- 
nesses he would summon to sup 
port ‘his client's implied contention 
that she killed Gebhardt in his 
apartment Nov. 12 to ward off a 
“brutal assault.” 

Miss Stretz has before her at 
least another day of direct testt- 
mony but after Monday she will be 
subject to cross-examination by the 
prosecution. 

Leibowitz has developed one an- 
gle that appeared significant to 
courtroom listeners: That the pis- 
tol with which Gebhardt was killed 
had been taken by him from Miss 
Stretz sometime before. 

In her testimony yesterday, Mias 
Stretz chokingly told some of the 
story of her clandestine relation- 
ship *with Gebhardt, a married man. 

Leibowitz has intimated that 
more of the love letters that passed 
between the two would be read into 
the record Monday. 

Between fits of sobbing, the wit- 
ness told of meeting Gebhardt on 
a tropical cruise. He plied her with 
attentions and gifts when she re- 
turned to New York, she said, and 
persuaded her to become his sec- 
retary at $10 a week. She surrend- 
ered to his advances in a country 
inn on a trip in the spring of 1935, 
she testified, because she ioved him 
“very, very dearly.” 

She admitted she had killed Geb- 
hardt, but so far her testimony has 
gone only far enough to indicate a 
self-defense plea. The prosecution 
in its evidence offered no motive 
for the killing.

Development of a new pick-up 
conversion unit, by use of which 
the Plymouth business coupe may 
be converted into a commercial car 


for light hauling and delivery, is 
announced. 

By making possible a quick and 
easy enlargement of the rear com- 
partment loading space, the unit 
meets the needs of business men 
whose delivery and carrying re- 
quirements do not justify regular 
commercial vehicles.

Kasley Breaks Record Twice. _ 

Kasley twice today broke the 
existing world record for the 200- 
yard breast stroke and set the pace 
for the rest of the competition by 
smashing three world standards in 
one race. In his trial heat of the 
200-yard breast stroke this after- 
noon he was clocked in 2:22.5, 
more than three seconds better 
than the record of 2:25.2 set by J. 
Cartonnet of France. He went on 
to swim the 200 meters in 2:37.2 
and 220 yards in 2:38.4. He broke 
another world mark set by Car- 
tonnet at 200 meters and lowered 
the American mark, equivalent to 
a world record, at 220 yards. 

In the final tonight Kasley swam 
200 yards in 2:25 flat, again better- 
ing Cartonnet’s listed record. For 
his feats Kasley was presented with 
the prize awarded to the nation’s 
outstanding college swimmer of the 
year by Coach Fred Cady of South- 
ern California. 

Michigan’s Wolverines captured 
the unofficial team title with a 
total of 30 points, six more than 
Iowa and 14 more than Yale.

The University of Texas Long 
horns lowered the relays record of 
1:27 in the half-mile relay to 1:25.6, 
but failed to equal the world rec- 
ord of 1:25.8. 

The Longhorns also bettered the 
previous mark for the quarter mile 
relay by two-tenths of a second with 
a time of 41.5 seconds. 

The Medley relay record of 3:35.2, 


established in 1928 by the Kansas 
State Teachers of Pittsbur Kan,, 
fell before the Oklahoma ptists, 


‘who hung up 3:33. ; 

Kansas State took one-tenth of a 
gecond off the old record in the 
mile tearm race, timed at 4:284, The 
Emporia (Kan.) Teachers lowered 
the previous record for the distance 
medley to 10:22.5. 

New marks in field events were 
set in the shot put and the pole 
vault. Francis of the University 
of Nebraska hurled the shot 51 feet, 
9% inches, breaking the record of 
51 feet 2% inches set by Rhea of 
Nebraska in 1931. 

Billy Roy of Loyola of the South, 
cleared the bar in the pole vault 


at 13 feet, 9% inches to better the 
record of 13 feet, 8% inches made 
by Warne of Northwestern in 1930. 

About 1000 athletes competed in 
the ninth annual event staged by 
the University of Texas. Com- 
petitors came from Universities, col- 
leges, junior colleges, and high 
schools from many sectons of the 
nation. 

Weather was fair despite a south- 
west cross wind. 

The university, college and high 
school athletes smashed 10 records 
jn all and another was tied. 

Glen (Slats) Hardin, formerly of 


Touisiana State, showed excellent 
form in winning a special 400 me- 
ter hurdle race-in which he holds 
the world record. Hardin defeated 
Alex Cox, former captain of the 
University of Texas track team. 
Hardin's time was 54.9 seconds.

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ROYAL HEARTS 
PLAY GIANTS OF 
COURTS TONIGHT 
AT ST, LOUIS U. 


The Globe Refiners of McPher- 
son, Kan., National A. A. U. basket- 
ball champions, will stop off here 
tonight for an exhibition game 
with the Royal Hearts, Municipal 
A. A. champions, at the St. Louis 
University gymnasium. The game, 
scheduled to start at 9 o’clock, will 
be preceded by a contest between 
the United Service team, Ozark A. 
A. U. champion, and the Hi-Pointes, 
at 8 o'clock. 

They call the Globe Refiners the 
Oilers, but their nickname could 
just as well be “Giants,” because 
there is not a player on the squad 
under six feet. The coach himself 
is six feet tall, while the players 
range from six feet one inch to six 
feet nine inches.

New York had a glimpse of the 
Oilers when they played an All-Star 
team there recently. The All-Stars 
were recruited mostly from Long 
Island University, which, as a team, 
won 23 consecutive games from col- 
lege opponents. The Oilers had the 
New Yorkers pop-eyed when they 
took an overtime decision from the 
All-Stars. 

The Royal Hearts, too, know 
what to expect, for they drew the 
Oilers in the second round of the 
A. A. U. tournament at Denver. 
Early in the game the Hearts had 
a 12 to 2 lead, but the Oilers then 
began to click to win out by a 64 
to 37 score.

PINEHURST, N. C., March 28.— 
Henry Picard of Hershey, Pa., com-

but took 77 in the playoff for the 
gold medal and $1000 which went to 
the winner, 

Second place money in the $4000 
tournament was $600. 

From the first hole, at which he 
played a spectacular shot to the 
green from behind a clump of pines 
where his sliced drive had ended, 
Picard always was in the lead in 
the playoff. Mangrum lashed his 
tee shot straight down the middle, 
but his second was wide and he 
took 5 while the Hershey profes- 
sional got his 4. 

Three one-putt greens in succes- 
sion followed for Picard and he 
finished out the nine holes with 
33 while Mangrum, who was two 
over par at the eighth and one over 
at the ninth, had a 39 and was six 
strokes behind. 

Three putts on the eleventh and 
a trapped second on the twelfth 
cost Mangrum two more strokes 
and it appeared “in the bag” for 
Picard, but the Pittsburgh pro kept 
trying and picked up two shots at 
the fourteenth with a 3 to Pi- 
card's 5.

NE man on a bicycle will 

match endurance against 3000 
athletes who will make up that 
2200-mile relay team which will 
carry from Greece to Berlin the 
torch that is to light the Olympic 
fire. 

The 3000 athletes carrying the 
sacred flame will travel an av- 
erage of a little more than one 
kilometer each, but the bicycle 
rider will cover the entire dis- 
tance and within the space from 
July 21 to August 1, 11 days. 

The athlete who will attempt 
the bicycle heroics is a Hungar- 
jan, and young. He will have to 
be both young and strong, with a 
dogged determination few can 
boast of. Offhand his effort ap- 
pears to fail, although in these 
glamorous days of athletic sur- 
prises, nothing scems quite im- 
possible.

Athletic Heart a Myth? 


HE “athletic heart,” the buga- 

boo that has frightened many 
a potential sport star and caused 
many parents to order their sons 
not to participate in strenuous 
competition, is an exploded myth, 
say a number of authorities, in 
an interesting article in this 
month’s “Sports Illustrated.” 

The authorities quoted are the 
Mayo clinic, Rochester, Minn.; G. 
H. Brande, specialist in problems 
of hygiene, and Dr. William G. 
Leaman, expert in cardiology. ‘ 

The first mentioned authority is 
quoted: “Athletic sports will not 
produce an athletic heart, for 
such an entity does not exist.” 

Dr. Leaman says: “The so-called 
athletic heart is a misnomer.” 
“Heart strain is not possible in a 
healthy heart,” and “Participation 
in athletics does not predispose 
to early development of cardio- 
vascular disease.” 

All of which should relieve our 
minds—about the heart. But it 
merely transfers the worries of 
fond parents. For, whatever or- 
gan or function is concerned, 
there is little doubt as to the 
harmful effect of frequent and 
extreme exhaustion due to ath- 
letic effort. 

Athletic intemperance doubtless 
carries penalties. Physically 
speaking, you can’t burn the can- 
die at both ends and expect to

For the privilege of heing al- 
lowed to bet, the public paid 
through the mutuels six and one- 
half millions of dollars in addition 
to a million or so in admission 
money. That’s a heavy price to 
pay for the privilege of losing, as 
in the long run John T. Customer 
usually does. 

Of all forms of betting, horse- 
racing is considered one of the 
surest to “break” the follower. 
It’s one of the most pleasing of 
relaxations, if taken as such by 
those who can afford it. 

But unless you want to support 
track promoters in luxury and 
help upholster the coffers of the 
states which are in partnership 
with racetracks, it’s hard to make 
a profession of mutuel betting and 
smile about it. 

And, just in case you think we 
are spoofing about promoters get- 
ting rich and racetracks profit- 
ing, remember that within the 
last five years, at least five tracks 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
have earned the cost of their 
plants in a single season, while 
the states involved have profited 
about one-third as much as the 
owners. 

At Santa Anita the 1936 handle 
was $25,000,000 for 58 days. The 
track gets 7 per cent and break- 
age and the State 3 per cent. 
The public paid $2,500,000 to both 
and about half a million dollars 
additional in admission money to 
the track. 

That would pay for the entire 
Santa Anita plant, at the press 
agent’s valuation, about three 
times over.

The closed 
season from April 1 until Decora- 
tion day is largely an arbitrary pe- 
riod established by the Legislature 
and is not necessarily the recom- 
mendation of fish culturalists. Con- 
servationists, however, point out 
that the closed season is a great 
help in the propagation of the 
State’t fishes in their natural en- 
vironment and even suggest closing 


the season through the winter 
months. 
+ . . 
Ton of Frogs Killed. 
QUATIC life in many small 
ponds and streams suffered 


from the long cold winter, a re- 
cent check-up shows. Some of the 
natural fish food was killed in areas 
as far south in the States as the 


Missouri River near Columbia. 
Frogs are known to have  suc- 
cumbed. 


Joe Reed, Jefferson City coal deal- 
er, who has a summer resort near 
Fulton, says he lost more than a ton 
of fine bull frogs from the freezing 
weather. Three years ago Reed 
started a frog farm at his resort 
and up to the end of last season 
had developed quite a colony of 
croakers. The pond in which his 
biggest stock had been placed for 
hibernation was frozen almost solid 
for several weeks and apparently 
the big amphibians succumbed. 


When the spring thaws came Reed | 
expected his big stock to appear. | 


They did after a few days, floating 
on the pond. He expected them to 
revive and start their croaking but 
when they failed to show any signs 
of revival a checkup was made. 
The big frogs were dead. 

Frogs are rated as excellent hu- 
man food and plan an important 
part in the furnishing of feed for 
game fishes. A female may deposit 
as many as 20,000 eggs at a time and 
these develop slowly. The sexes 
are easily distinguished, especially 
in the breeding season, male frogs 
having swollen thumbs or thumb- 
pads while the females have more 
slender ones. 

Frogs live in different places in 
different seasons and stages of 
their lives. While they are _§ tad- 
poles they remain in the water but 
the air-breathing adults take to the 
land, keeping then generally in 
marshes, meadows and damp woods 
In winter hibernation they may hide 
beneath stones, others dig into the 
bottoms of ponds and _e streams. 
Sometimes a score or more of the 


hibernating frogs may be found This new lake is down Roaring 


huddied together, apparently life-| 
less, in drain pipes or damp gullies. | 
Attendants at the State fish hatch-| 
eries say they have found scores of | 
the amphibians thus huddled in) 
overflow pipes and flood gates be-| 
tween hatchery ponds.

NEW YORK, March 28.—One of 
King Edward's better known sub- 
jects, T. S. Eliot, formerly of St. 
Louis, whose poetry baffled before 
it attracted the intellectuals on 
both sides of the ocean, is the man 
of the hour for this city’s WPA 
toiler-. His poetic drama, “Murder 
in the Cathedral,” a WPA theater 
project, is a hit show at the old 
Manhattan Theater on Fifty-third 
street. 

Queues of citizens at the theater 

doors indicate the interest in the 
play, which in verse and prose de- 
scribes the martyrdom of Thomas 
a Becket in Canterbury Cathedral 
866 years ago. 
‘ Massive pillars flank the stage, 
and the walls are gothic. Stained 
glass panels have been placed over 
the dome of the «tage to complete 
the cathedral atmosphere. Ap- 
plause greets such speeches as 
these: 

“You know and do not know, 
what it is to act or suffer. “You 
know and do not know, that acting 
is suffering, and suffering action.” 

And— 

“Now is my way clear, now is the 
meaning plain: 

“Temptation shall not come in this 
kind again. 

“The last temptation is the great- 
est treason: 

“To do the right deed for the wrong 
reason.” 

The verse pattern that made the 
early Eliot literary solons is pres- 
ent throughout “Murder in the Ca- 
thedral,” recalling the rhythm and 
structure of “The Love Song of 
J. Alfred Prufrock”, 

“Let us go then, you and I, 

“When the evening is spread out 
against the sky 

“Like a patient etherized upon a 
table.” 


And the cynical observations of 
a poet who turned his back on the 
usual outpourings about roses in 
another earlier Eliot producton: 


“You will see me any morning in 
the park 

“Reading the comics and the sport- 
ing page. 


“Particularly I remark 

“An English Countess goes upon 
the stage.

Thomas Stearns Eliot, a natural- 
ized British subject was born in 
St. Louis in 1888, the son of Henry

ton Academy at Milton, Mass., then 
to Harvard, where he was graduat- 
ed in 1909. Following study at

He lectured in St. Louis in 1933, 
when he was the Charles Eliot Nor- 
ton lecturer at Harvard Univer- 
sity for the year.

He is the grandson of 
the Rev. William Greenleaf Eliot, 
who founded the Church of the 
Messiah and Washington Univer- 
sity. The Rev, Dr. Walter Samuel 
Swisher, pastor of the Church of the 
Messiah, and the Rev. Dr. George 
R. Dodson, pastor of the Church of 
the Unity, will conduct the service. 

At the afternoon session, in Hotel 
Chase at 3:30 p. m., the Rev. Eric 
Thomsen of Lincoln, Neb., of the 
Resettlement Administration staff 
will be the principal speaker. The 
delegates will go at 5 p. m. to the 
Church of the Messiah, Union boul- 
evard and Enright avenue, where a 
vesper service will be held, followed 
by a buffet supper and, at 7:45, the 
final session of the convention, with 
addresses by Dr. Eliot and Dr. 
Frank W. Scott of Boston, presi- 
dent of the League. 

Prof. Frank J. Bruno of Washing- 
ton University spoke at last night's 
session of the convention, at Hotel 
Chase, on “Liberal Religion and Its 
Application to Social ork.” He 
said that social work could be done 
without the church, but that re- 
ligion, so far as known, could not 
be mainained without the church. 
He said the churches had not made 
a sufficient effort to minister re- 
ligiously to adults. 

“As social work comes to recog- 
nize the place of religion in devel- 
oping the personality of its clients,” 
Dr. Bruno said, “it is going to in- 
sist on the church giving this ser- 
vice. If it is the distinctive task 
of the church to develop the atti- 
tude of reverance and faith, then 
it will gain nothing and will prob- 
ably lose, if it fusses about, trying 
to hold onto functions which can 
be done equally well by someone 
else. Our Protestant churches, in 
their pursuit of feeding the tables, 
have neglected the preaching of the 
gospel.” 

William J. Burns of Topeka, Kan.., 
and Dean Rexford Newcomb of 
the University of Illinois, were 
speakers at the afternoon session 
at the Chase. Dean Newcomb, in 
speaking of social problems con- 
fronting the church, said: 

“The plain obligation of a clear- 
thinking, right-minded, truth-seek- 
ing, liberal religious body, such as 
we think ourselves to be, is to do 
something about this pressing prob- 
lem of starvation in the midst of 
plenty. How the members of a lib- 
eral church, individually or collect- 
ively, can ignore these questions and 
still maintain their self-respect and 
save their faces, it would be diffi- 
cult for me to understand. We 
must become as interested and take 
stands as definite as those which 
in the past have characterized our 
attitudes toward other issues. 

“In other words, we shall have 
to put our plank of ‘practical spir- 
ituality’ to work to the extent that 
it really becomes effective in help- 
ing us to aid in the ordering of hu- 
man affairs. If we do not meet 
this challenge, my feeling is that 
we had better close up shop and go 
out of business.”

Manning S. Yeomans, son of 
Georgia's Attorney-General, was 


removed as State Entomologist to- 
day for opposing the financial dic- 
tatorship of Gov. Eugene Tal- 
madge. Yeomans refused to han- 
dle state money not appropriated 
by the Legislature. J. H. Gi- 
rardeau of McRae, Ga., Talmadge’s 
home town, was named to succeed 
him. Yeomans said he was the 
fifteenth official ousted since the 
Governor, angered by the failure 
of the 1935 Legislature to pass an 
appropriation bill, set out with the 
aid of National Guardsmen to run 
the state by executive decree.

A. Where hardwood floors are in 
good condition waxing is the best 
care you can give them. Paste wax 
which is smoothed on and left to 
dry overnight and then polished 
makes a protective coating against 
marring. The liquid wax which 
dries with luster and without pol- 
ishing requires several coats for a 
protective covering. A waxed floor 
may then be cleaned with a dust 
mop and a fresh coat of wax ap- 
plied weekly on the spots that get 
the greatest amount of wear.

HE kitchen forms its own wing

It is an all-electric kitchen with 
every possible labor saving device 
in it. This home laboratory has 
been most carefully planned with 
a work counter on three sides of 
it. Below the counter are storage 
cabinets. A number of cabinets for 
dishes line the walls. Cooking odors 
are carried off by means of an 
electric ventilating fan. 

Few home owners consider a ga- 
rage directly connected with the 
house a fire hazard. Most garages 
today are fireproofed but even then 
fumes may creep into the house 
through a connecting passage. In 
this first floor plan the service en- 
try forms a covered entrance to the 
two-car garage while actually sep- 
arating the house from it.

HE master’s room on the sec- 
T ona floor has two exposures, 

west and south. It has a bath 
with shower and built-in dressing 
table and towel cabinet. The con- 
necting dressing room opens on the 
roof terrace. The bath which serves 
the west and east bedrooms is com- 
plete and has a modern square tub 
and built-in towel cabinet. The 
east bedroom opens on the roof ter- 
race which is over the kitchen 
wing. The linen closet has been 
centrally located for all the bed- 
rooms. A window opening in the 
back hall provides the platform 
with daylight. 

The modern note is carried out 
through the house both in furnish- 
ings and fixtures. The living room 
has a beautiful modern mantel with 
vertical fluting, a simple cap and 
above that a large mirror which 
extends to the cornice and is with- 
out trim. Four stars hold it to the 
wall. This cornice is repeated in 
the dining room and hall. 

Light fixtures in all the major 
rooms are of the concealed box 
type and were designed by the 
architects. They were built by the

Welfare League Cites ‘Mis- 
takes ’in Bond Issue Pro- 
visions for Penitentiary 
and Women’s Prison. 

PUBLIC LUNCHEON 
TO DISCUSS CHANGE 


More Land Said to Be 
Needed for Work and 
qRecreation of Prisoners— 
Appropriation Suggested. 


A public luncheon of the Missouri 
Welfare League will be held at the 
Sayman Town Club, 1122 Locust 
gtreet, at 12:15 p. m. Wednesday 
as part of a movement to correct 
what the league believes to be two 
mistakes in the plans for develop- 
ment of state penal institutions 
under the $10,000,000 bond issue of 


1934. 

In a statement issued yesterday, 
W. 8S. Ford of St. Louis, president 
of the league, called attention to 
the State’s proposal to spend more 
than $3,000,000 on enlargement of 
the present general penitentiary at 
its urban site in Jefferson City, 
and to spend $336,000 for a new 
women’s department of the prison 
On a small piece of land a short 
distance to the east. 

The new penitentiary buildings, 
he said, should be erected on a large 
tract, covering at least 300 acres 
to start with, or better, 500 to 600 
acres, and the women’s department, 
toe, should have a larger location. 
Land was needed, he pointed out, 
to give prisoners a suitable oppor- 
tunity for work anc exercise and to 
make it simpler to keep unwelcome 
visitors away. The Federal law lim- 
iting sale of prison-made products, 
the league believes, will make it 
even more necessary to provide 
agricultural employment for pris- 
oners. 

Attorney-General’s Ruling. 

It has been held by the Attorney- 
General that proceeds of the bond 
issue may not be used for purchase 
of land, under the terms of the 
bond proposition. Therefore, the 
league has proposed that a direct 
appropriation for acquisition of 
land—perhaps $300,000—be made by 
the Legislature. 

Anticipating that Gov. Park may 
yet call a special session of the 
Legislature, Ford suggested that, 
in addition to appropriations for 
relief and support of the old-age 
pension system, the call include 
the subject of the appropriation 
for land. 

“Unless the large population of 
the penitentiary, more than 4600 
prisoners, is divided and men best 
fitted to work on the land are giv- 
en a chance to do this,” said Ford, 
“the opportunity to fundamentally 
improve our’ prison system will be 
largely lost. The Bipartisan Advis- 
ory Board is not planning the crea- 
tion of a new important branch or 
branches of the prison, except a 
costly institution for the very small 
number of women prisoners. This 
will tend to perpetuate an intoler- 
ably bad condition. When the peo- 
ple voted for the bond issue, it was 
understood that the money could 
and would be used for purchase of 
land necessary for development of 
sound plans for institutions.” 

It has been proposed to spend 
$336,000 for establishment of the 
new women's department, and $323,- 
629 for new buildings, repairs and 
remodeling at the Missouri Train- 
ing School for Boys, known as the 
“reformatory,” at Boonville, Ford 
pointed out. The number of women 
prisoners has averaged 81, while the 
nmumber of boys and young men 
confined at the reformatory aver- 
ages 470, he said. 


Overcrowding at Boonville. 


“At the same time the over- 
crowding in the training school is 
acute and most of the buildings 
need extensive repairs,” he con- 
tinued. “The future of the train- 
ing schoo! at its present plant is 
considered uncertain. However, if 
the pressing needs of that institu- 
tion are not to be met because it 
is believed some or all of the boys 
now sent there will be cared for in 
some other way, there are other im- 
portant needs in penal institutions 
which affect the well being of much 
larger groups than the small num- 
ber of women prisoners.” 

Plans adopted for the general 
penitentiary and the women’s de- 
partment will be discussed at the 
luncheon by Miss Carol Bates, ex-

SHOT BY POLICE. DIE 


Andrew Malone Wounded Four 
Times When Fleeing 
From Officers. 


Andrew Malone died early yester- 
day at City Hospital from four bul- 
let wounds inflicted by policemen 
who caught him in the burglary of 
a gasoline filling station at McCaus- 
land and Plateau avenues. early 
Thursday. 

Malone, who was 27 years old, 
was wounded three times in the 
back and once in the hip when, 
ignoring cries of “halt,” he ran 
from the filling station with an 
adding machine under one arm and 
& peanut vending machine under 
the other. 

Detective Gerald Keating and 
Patrolman Louis Kaufman both 
shot at Malone, Keating firing two 
shots and Kaufman three. 

The officers had been seated in 
an automobile parked in a drive- 
way between two residences, over- 
looking a grocery on the corner 
opposite the filling station. They 
had been assigned there because 
of recent store burglaries in the 
neighborhood. Their attention was 
attracted to the filling station 
when they heard the crash of glass 
as Malone broke a glass panel of 
the door in forcing an entrance. 
Malone, arrested several times 
for investigation, had been convict- 
ed twice. Caught in a’ burglary in 
December, 1933, he was permitted 
to plead guilty to the lesser charge 
of malicious destruction of prop- 
erty and was sentenced to a year in 
the workhouse. Last July, charged 
with burglary in the county, he was 
permitted to plead guilty to a 
charge of petty larceny and was 
sentenced to six months in jail.

NEW FEE ARRANGEMENT 
ON FOREST PARK LINKS 


Maintenance Exceeds Income, 
So Permits Are Barred on 
Saturday and Sunday. 


Finding that average income of 
the two public golf links in Forest 
Park has been 21 cents a round, 
while average cost of maintaining 
the courses was 27 cents a round, 
Director of Public Welfare Joseph 
M. Darst has decided on a new rule 
in an effort to increase the income. 

Play on Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays, under this rule, will be 


limited to persons paying single 
game fees, with annual permit hold- 
ers prohibited from entry then un- 
der their permits. 

This provision will become effec- 
tive when issuance of permits for 
the new season begins early next 
month. Darst announced yesterday 
that, in view of this plan, he would 
withdraw his request for passage 
of a pending ordinance to increase 
the annual permit fee from $10 to 
$25. It will remain at $10. 

The new rule was made under 
an opinion by City Counselor Ed- 
gar H. Wayman that the Director 
of Public Welfare had the right to 
prescribe such regulations as he 
saw fit for use of the golf courses. 

The regular single game fees of 
25 cents for the nine-hple course 
and 50 cents for the 18-hole will 
apply on Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. Darst explained that 
holders of annual permits had been 
thronging the links on these days, 
to the exclusion of single game 
players, whose payments did more 
to support the facilities. 

In the 11% months elapsed of 
the current fiscal year receipts of 
the courses have been $16,969, but 
maintenance cost $21,400. Fees 
from 8093 games on the 18-hole 
links, at 50 cents, were $4046.50; 
from 35,290 games on the nine-hole 
links, at 25 cents, $8822.50, and from 
410 annual permits $4100. The an- 
nual permit holders were reported 
as playing 36,900 games. 


MAN ACCUSED OF SELLING JOB 
IN NEW YORK LEAPS TO DEATH

NEW YORK, March 28.—Louis

“When I became attend- 
ance officer in 1905, after teaching 
Latin and mathematics at Central 
High School for 13 years, I began 
the translations purely as a cultural 
recreation and to keep up my Latin. 
I finished the work 10 years ago 
and since then have been revis- 
ing it. 

“Several years ago I met Dr. Wal- 
ter Miller, professor of Latin at the 
University of Missouri, and he has 
been very helpful, particularly in 
suggesting verbal changes.” 

In a foreword to the 180-page vol- 
ume, Dr. Miller says the transla- 
tions are “in conformity with the 
Latin text and spirit, at the same 
time retaining the brevity of the 
original.” The difficult “Art of 
Poetry,” the foreword goes on, “has 
been rendered clearly and elegant- 
ly by interpreting it as a colloquy,” 
and the social odes and panegyrics 
“are of a high degree of excel- 
lence.” 

Acquires Rare Works. 

Quinn has collected about 125 vol- 
umes pertaining to Horace—texts, 
translations and reference works— 
since he began his translation. In- 
cluded in these are an edition of 
the complete works, published in 
Venice in 1498, and the Art of Po- 
etry, Strassburg, the same year. He 
owns several other rare editions 
printed during the following cen- 
tury. 

In making the translation, much 
research was necessary in history, 
mythology, philosophy, geography, 
ethnology, science and law, Quinn 
said. In addition, the work pro- 
vided practical exercise in English. 

The most difficult and puzzling 
features of translation pertained to 
interpretation, Quinn asserted. The 
earliest extant texts of the poet 
are copies made by monks of the 
Middle Ages, who used little punc- 
tuation, and it becomes necessary 
for the translator to use every 
available text and other source to 
arrive at the meaning intended by 
the poet, he said. 

Poetic Introduction. 

The introduction to Quinn’s vol- 

ume is a poem of his own compo- 


sition, entitled “Vade Mecum” 

(Walk With Me). Its opening stan- 

za reads: 

“My Horace has for many years be- 
guiled 

“My hours of leisure to efface the 

care 

“Of daily toil and stem the pas- 
sions wild 


-“That surge where wicked per- 
sons fare.” 
And the last: 
“Then come where loom the tim-

How Lincoln Got In. 
“Lincoln,” O'Brien says, “was 
not a popular choice. He had been 


known outside the State. His Coo- 


per Union speech made him ace 
ceptable to some Eastern Repube 
licans. The leading candidate for 
the nomination was well-known 
Senator Seward of New York. Ina 
the end, he was nominated large 
ly because he was the least known 
man of the list of candidates. And 
he was elected, by less than a pope 
ular majority, because the remaine- 
ing votes were divided among 
Douglas, Breckinridge and Bell.” 

As every school boy knows, Aftte 
drew Johnson succeeded to the 
presidency at Lincoln's assassinae- 
tion. From a standpoint of pub- 
lic training, Johnson was well 
qualified as an administrator but 
not as a politician. In fact, it is 
questionable whether Lincoln hime 
self could have handled the Ree 
publican ‘‘radicals’’ in the recone 
struction days: Johnson had bees 
an alderman, a mayor, a Congress- 
man for eight terms, Governor of 
Tennessee for two terms, and 
military governor of Tennessee by 
appointment of Lincoln. He was 
selected by Lincoln as a running 
mate in 1864, however, because 
he was a war Democrat and @ 
Southern Unionist. 

“Johnson was a tailor by 
trade,’ O’Brien says, “and his 
sign ‘A. Johnson, Tailor’ can be 
seen today. When hé was 19 years 
old he could read only a little and 
had difficulty in writing the lete 
ters of the alphabet. His educae 
‘tion was due entirely to his wife,

Yet by the ase 
‘sassination of Lincoln, he was 
rushed into the presidency « 
month after his inauguration ag 
Vice-President.

“Grant, his successor, owed his 
elevation to the presidency not 
to his ability as a statesman but 
to his reputation as a soldier. His 
election demonstrates the public's 
belief that success in one field 
carries with it ability to perform 
in another.

_ Though scorning democracy and all its works, 
Hitler apes the form of democracy in this procession 
to the polls, and discourses eloquently on the asser- 
tion that he is consulting the popular will. “I want 
this election for the benefit of foreigners,” he asserts. 
“They must know that Germany is united.” Can he 
seriously expect to impress more than a negligible 
few with the figures of his fake plebiscite? 

As an election, this is a fraud. But as an example 
of propaganda methods, it is a masterpiece. All pre- 
vious Nazi demonstrations have been outdone in this 
campaign. There has been an orgy of shrieking 
radio and public speeches, massed flags, of chiming 
bells, singing of hymns, torchlight parades, scream- 
ing sirens, giant demonstrations of all sorts. All 
these expressions, even the “spontaneous demonstra- 
tions”. for Hitler, are carefully planned and regi- 
mented. Dr. Goebbels’ instructions for display of 
flags are typical, containing these words: “All public 
and private buildings are expected to obey the com- 
mand and keep up the flags until the end of the 
election. Woe to the building owner if flags do not 
fly over it.” 

Germans as a Whole, whatever their view of Nazi 
repression, are strongly behind Der Fuehrer’s latest 
move in sending troops into the demilitarized Rhine- 
land. Then why this forced election and its concen- 
tration of ballyhoo methods? 

One reason that no opportunity is given for the 
electorate to vote Nein may be in the results of the 
two previous “plebiscites.” In the balloting of Nov. 
12, 1933, with Germany’s withdrawal from the League 
as the immediate issue, Hitler got 93.5 per cent of 
the votes, and 2,101,000 ballots were cast against him. 
In the balloting of Aug. 19, 1934, the major issue was 
his assumption of full power after the death of Von 
Hindenburg. On this occasion, the Realm Leader 
got only 88.1 per cent of the votes, and 4,294,654 were 
cast against him. Dictatorship can exist. only by 
/enforced control of all the people. It would be an 
‘evil day for Nazi-ism should the present election 
chance to show a greater adverse vote than its prede- 
cessors. So this time there will be no adverse vote 
whatsoever. 

But why bother with a vote at all on a decision 
that has already been taken, and irrevocably, accord- 
ing to the Fuehrer? Partly to provide another of 
the circuses by which Fascism keeps up popular en- 
thusiasm. And partly, according to some observers, 
because the high-strung Hitler is so constituted that 
he requires a demonstration of approval to bolster 
him psychologically after taking a decisive step. 
This may be only theory, but it is fact that the 
three Hitler “plebiscites’’ have followed decisive Hit- 
ler actions. 

A strange aspect of today’s proceedings is the 
seriousness with which the Germans lend them- 
selves to the childish farce. Mass hysteria and com- 
pulsion explain the amazing demonstration. Hitler 
will get his “unanimous approval.” But the result 
| will be meaningless, save as a demonstration of how 
Fascism rules the minds and bodies of allits suBjects.

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CHICAGO AND THE CITY MANAGER PLAN. 

Ought Chicago adopt the city manager form of 
municipal government? This question is being stud- 
ied by some key people in the country’s second 
largest city these days. A committee of its City 
Club has the proposal under consideration and is 
assembling facts and figures about the manager plan 
in operation. Obviously, the question is one for 
Chicago itself to answer. But even so, it will not 
be out of order for believers in the city manager 
system elsewhere to express the hope that Chicago 
will accept it in spirit as well as form if and when 
it does. A city whose government has been domi- 
nated by such rulers as Big Bill Thompson and the 
Kelly-Nash combination could benefit both itself and 
the city manager plan if it did as long boss-ridden

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A FIGHTING EDITOR. 

The end of a long and stormy career comes with 
the death, at 64, of George R. Dale, editor and former 
Mayor of Muncie, Ind. A man of unshakable convic- 
tions, he fought through many a bitter controversy. 
Longest remembered will be the courage with which 
he exposed and denounced “invisible government” in 
those troubled days a dozen years and more ago, 
when the Ku Klux Kian rode roughshod over In- 
diana. 

In a time when Klan control was virtually com- 
plete, Dale refused to give in to its domination. He 
continued, in the columns of his Post-Democrat, to 
oppose its machinations and the corruption and vice 
that followed in its train, though bitter reprisals fol- 
lowed. He and his family were threatened and at- 
tacked; he suffered financial losses that cost him 
his home and reduced him to penury; he served time 
at a State prison farm. But he was not silenced. 
He attacked the night-riders, the Klan-dominated of- 
ficials, the Judges. His case was carried to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court., which upheld his sen- 
tence for contempt of court because he had accused 
a Judge of corruption in a case then pending. 

Dale lost many of his fights, but in the end he 
was vindicated by the decay and downfall of the 
Klan. His record as a fighting editor, who made 
great sacrifices in exposing corruption and enlighten- 
ing the public, is an outstanding one. ° 
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Now they have a motorbus that runs on both rails 
and roads.

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AN UNWRITTEN BOOK. 

The name of William Marion Reedy reappears in 
print, by way of the letter column. A correspondent 
quotes Edgar Lee Masters, in ‘the latter’s biography 
of Vachel Lindsay, as appraising Reedy’s death as “a 
misfortune of great magnitude.”

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THE WILD LIFE AMENDMENT. 
Organizations representing a variety of interests in 
'Missouri are going on record in support of the 
amendment to the State Constitution proposed by 
the Restoration and Conservation Federation of Mis- 
|}souri to take wild life consefvation and manage- 
ment out of politics. 

This is as it should be. Sportsmen are not the 
only persons whose interests are affected by the effi- 
ciency, or lack of it, in conservation activities. The 
wild life resources of a State like Missouri consist 
of much more than game to be hunted in wood or 
field and fish to be propagated and caught in lakes 
and streams. The administration of State parks, 
with their recreational facilities for an ever-increas- 
ing number of visitors and havens for song birds 
and wild flowers and shrubs, is becoming a more 
important conservation function each year. Men, 
women and children in all walks of life, in big city 
and country town, have a vital stake in the elim- 
ination of political methods from wild life con- 
servation.

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A British View of Europe’s Crisis 


Requirements for settling present issues are neither to condone German breach of 
faith nor to lose the chance for cleaning up Europe’s “horrible mess of suspicion 
and fear,” English journal says; thinks it is time to end the inequality that pro- 
duces endless friction; sees full mutual confidence as only basis for real security.

T THE first shock of Hitler’s announce- 

ment and the first news of the entry of 

German troops into the prohibited re- 
gion, the French took steps to man their for- 
tifications. This may serve to us as a sym- 
bol of the difference between our state and 
theirs, they having the noise of invasion 
still sounding in their ears and fearing lest 
any “movement of troops” might mean that 
the danger was again ‘at hand. 

That is not the case now. Hitler is not 
“remilitarizing’ the zone in order now to 
invade France; one might rather perhaps 
find a hint of his thoughts in his omission 
of Germany’s Southern neighbors among 
those with whom he is willing to make non- 
ageression treaties. 

It was, no doubt, because of the inevitable 
alarm of his neighbors after Hitler’s stroke 
of violence and because the guarantees of 
Locarno had in a legal sense gone by the 
board that Mr. Eden announced that Britain 
would come to the aid of France and Bel- 
gium if Germany should make on them 
“any actual attack” which would violate 
Article 2 of the treaty. This is, in effect, 
a defensive alliance between us and France 
and Belgium. 

German policy, we may be sure, has no 
intention of bringing this undertaking into 
play. So far from desiring to run the risk 
of bringing Britain into the field against 
her, Germany is ingenuously anxious to con- 
ciliate British opinion. 

” * * 

Mr. Eden said Germany’s action had “pro- 
foundly shaken confidence” in any interna- 
tional agreements in which she was con- 
cerned. That is so, and therefore merely 
to accept her “offer” of a new settlement 
as though she had not trodden underfoot a 
freely signed treaty would no more be a 
final solution than is M. Sarraut's laconic 
“unacceptable.” The case is not so simple. 

If we cannot overlook a repudiation which 
was as wicked as it was unnecessary, 
neither, when “sanctions” are spoken of, 
can we forget that for Germans to insist 
on defending their own territory with arms 
is not the same heinous mora! offense, nor 
deserving the same penalties, as waging 
war, like Mussolini, on an unoffending coun- 
try or preparing a base for an invasion. 

It may be recalled, by the way, that last 
April, when Germany repudiated Part V of 
the Versailles Treaty, the French secured at 
Geneva the appointment of a committee to 
draw up a list of economic and financial 
sanctions which should be applied in the 
future to any state that “unilaterally” re- 
pudiated its treaty obligations. This com- 
mittee never reached an agreed report but 
had to say: “If the proposals that emerge 
are of a kind open to rather serious ob- 
jections, that is the result of the inherent 
difficulty of the task that has been en- 
trusted to the committee.” 

Mr. Eden, as was to be expected, made 
no reference to this aspect of the question, 
but promised only that the Government 
“would examine the new proposals of the 
German Government clear-sightedly and ob- 
jectively with a view to finding out to what 
extent they represented a means by which 
the shaken structure of peace could again be 
strengthened.” 

On the one hand, not to pass over or con- 


done the German breach of faith; on the 
other, not to lose the chance, if there should 
be the chance, of clearing up the horrible 
mess of suspicion and fear which has 
poisoned these last few years, and to do it 
somehow with Germany, since it is obvious 
that it cannot be ddne without her: that is 
the aim we have to keep in view. 

The French, even more than the other 
countries which signed the Locarno Treaty, 
cannot but be indignant and dismayed at 
the brusque destruction of the “inequality” 
clauses which Germany had freely accepted 
and which, in fact, had contributed greatly 
to the general peace. But is it not now clear 
that the time has come when the “inequal- 
ity,” which has been the source of endless 
friction and resentment, should be brought 
to a formal and legal end? There will be no 
peace until it is. 

. 


Since before the disarmament conference, 
Germany’s “equality” has been accorded by 
us in theory and denied in practice. Since 
almost the beginning of the conference, the 
Powers have sought the elusive “equality of 
security” and sought it in vain. So the 
continuance of the German “demilitarized 
zone” has been defended on the ground 
—accurate enough in fact—that it compen- 
sates the French for certain glaring defects 
in their own “security” such as their infer- 
jor numbers or geographical position. 

But national security is not to be obtained, 
or obtained permanently, by such arbitrary 
subtractions and additions, any more than it 
is by adding arms to arms or alliances to al- 
liances; it is to be obtained ultimately only 
by the complete confidence of each in the 
strength of all. 

If the Powers were formally to intimate 
that they had no longer the desire to limit 
or postpone Germany's legal equality, and 
that on that foundation they would consider 
her latest schemes, and any other schemes, 
for rebuilding the “shaken structure.” there 
is no good reason why she should not volun- 
tarily rescind her violent gesture, which is 
what she ought to do, and set us back. with 
a gleam of hope, on the old rule of law. 


A LITTLE LESSON IN TAXES. 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
I F you wish to know how far taxation may 
add to prices, buy a cheap pack of play- 
ing cards. The price is 21 cents. You will 
observe on the box a 10-cent stamp. That 
is what Uncle Sam took. Then you will get 
a i-cent stamp. That is what Ohio took. 
Out of your 21 cents, 11 cents go for taxes 
and 10 cents are left for the manufacturer 
and the retailer. 

There is a practical demonstration of how 
it works. Cards, of course, are taxed on a 
luxury basis. Another luxury, liquor, ts 
taxed on a basis of over 85 per cent. With 
things as they are in Washington, we are 
bound to have new taxes. Bread and milk 
now are about the only things exempt. (Not 
in Missouri.—Editor’s note.) 

In spite of the universal cry for economy, 
the legislators keep on spending money. 
There is no way to raise it except by taxa- 
tion. Very likely this extreme example of 
ll-cent tax on a 10-cent pack of playing 
cards will be duplicated all along the line.

Figures That Bear on Tax 
Rate, Now 85 Cents on 
the $100, to Be Fixed 
Next Month. 


Members of the Board of Educa- 
tion, faced with the annual task of 
fixing the school tax rate a month 
hence, have been. considering the 
problems raised by unavoidable and 
increasing demands for money on 
one hand and by the shrinkage of 
revenues on the other hand. 

The maximum tax rate for gen- 
eral purposes (that is, excluding 
the sinking fund tax) may be 4&5 
cents on the $100 valuation, as fixed 
‘by vote of the people for a four- 
year period in 1934. The board may 
make the 1936 rate lower than this, 
but some members already have in- 
dicated that they did not believe 
the school system could afford the 
resultant loss of revenue. 

Since 1921 the rate has been 85 
cents each year, except for 1934, 
when it was 84 cents, and 1923, 
when it was 82 cents. The rate was 
7 cents in 1920, 60 cents in 1909-19, 
55 cents in 1905-08 and 40 cents for 
many years theretofore. 

Since the fiscal year 1930-31, when 
the board reached its all-time peak 
of annual income and expenditures, 
it has been confronted with the 
danger of wiping out its annual 
surplus. This surplus is needed to 
take care of any excess of annual 
expenditures over receipts and to 
pay bills from the start of the fis- 
eal year, July 1, until the major tax 
remittances come in, about Jan. 1. 

Record Since 1908. 

A study of the board's finances 
for the last 27 fiscal years, starting 
with 1908-09, the first year after the 
panic of 1907, has been made by 
the Post-Dispatch from the board's 
official records, 

Annual income from all sources 
increased 232 per cent and expendi- 
tures increased 258 per cent, from 
1908-09 to the peak, 1930-31, since 
when income has decreased 23 per 
cent and expenditures 35 per cent. 
This compilation excluded capital 
accounts based on bond issues for 
buildings. In the meantime, en- 
rollment of pupils, growing almost 
eonstantly, has -increased 48 per 
cent since 1908. 

Receipts were $3,992,395 and ex- 
penditures $4,250,766 in 1908-09. 
They grew, respectively, to $13,265,- 
$58 and $15,202,795 in 1930-31. School 
finances did not begin to show the 
effects of the depression until about 
two years after the stock market 
crash of 1929. In the last fiscal 
year, ending last June 30, receipts 
were $10,180,859 and expenditures 
$9,770,086. The totals will not be 
greatly different in the current fis- 
cal year, nor is it likely that the 
budget for the coming year will 
vary greatiy from the current one, 
if no reduction is made in the tax 
rate. 

School expenses reached $5,000,- 
000 in the war year of 1917-18 
jumped to $8,000,000 by 192]-22 and 
rose to $10,000,000 two years later, 
rising steadily thereafter, and drop- 
ping just under $10,000,000 for the 
first time last. year. The rise and 
fall of income more or less kept 
pace with this. 

General Taxes Bulk of Income. 

General taxes on real estate and 
personal property in the city, to 
which the general school tax rate 
applies, always have furnished the 
bulk of the school income, amount- 
ing to about 80 per cent of all rev- 
enue in recent years. Their annual 
yield grew from $2,902,759 in 1908- 
08 to a peak of $10,081,134 in 1930- 
31, an increase of 247 per cent, then 
fell 19 per cent to $8,114,566 in the 
last year. 

Assessed valuation of property, 
®n which general taxes are based, 


increased annually from $485,704,- 
170 in 1908-09 to a peak of $1,253,- 
$10,090 in 1931-32, a rise of 158 per 
cent. Then it fell 21 per cent, to 
$978.871,442 last year, 
Contributions from State -school 
funds have risen and fallen during 


the years, starting at $283,243 in 
1908-09 and reaching a peak of) 
$810,129 in 1922-23. They receded 
to the lowest point im the period 
Under review, $170,260, in 1933-34, 
but have shown a marked increase 
since, due chiefly to the State’s aug- 
mented revenue from sales. liquor 
and income taxes. The State paid 
the Board of Education $530,201 in 
the last full year and $428,987 in 
the first nine months of the cur-|

vestment. They were affected ad- 
versely by the depression in real 
estate. 

Salaries of teachers and super- 
visors amounted to only 44 per cent 
of all the board’s expense’ in 1908- 
09, exactly 50 per cent in the fol- 
lowing year, 53 per cent the next 
year and thereafter have never 
been less than 56 per cent of all 
school costs. This ratio reached a 
high mark of 76 per cent in 1920-21 
and in the last three fiscal years 
has been: 1932-33, 75 per cent; 1933- 
34, 73 per cent; 1934-35, 74 per cent. 

The volume of these salaries rose 
360 per cent, from $1,895,962 in 1908- 
09 to the peak of $8,727,328 in 1930- 
31, then fell 16 per cent to $7,270,044 
last year. 

Average Salary of Teachers. 

The average annual salary of the 
teaching corps, including the sup- 
ervisors and high school instruc- 
tors as well as the grade school 
teachers, was only $872 in 1908-09, 
but went up 204 per cent, to a high 
level of $2655 in 1931-32, then 
dropped 15 per cent, to $2250 last 
year. Thus the average weekly in- 
come of the members of the teach- 
ing corps last year, spread over 12 
months, was only $43.26. 

The number of teachers in the 
same period of comparison grew 
from 1150 to a peak of 3322, an in- 
crease of 52 per cent, and now has 
fallen away slightly to 3222. At the 
same time, the annual enrollment 
of pupils has grown steadily, except 
for two brief setbacks, from 72,452 
in 1908-09 to 107,253 at present, an 
increase -of 48 per cent. 

That the number of teachers has 
kept steady pace with the enroll- 
ment was shown by the fact that 
the average number of students per 
member of the teaching corps has 
fluctuated only between 32 and 34 
for the entire period, except that 
it dropped to 31 in four years of 
the ‘20s and early '30s. The present 
ratio is 33. 

Other Expenditures. 

Besides instructional salaries, the 
board’s expenditures have been 
lumped under two other general 
headings—permanent outlay for 
land and buildings, and “all other 
expenses,” the latter item covering 
textbooks, educational supplies, 
maintenance, operation, administra- 
tion and miscellaneous items. “All 
other expenses,” varying consider- 
ably in earlier years, reached a peak 
of $3,870,377 in 1929-30 and were cut 
to $2,493,098 last year, a drop of 35 
per cent from: the high level. 

In the matter of permanent out- 
lay, or capital investment, the 
board has long had the traditional 
policy of erecting new buildings out 
of general income, but twice has 
been forced by circumstances to de- 
part from this and issue bonds. 

Its capital investment out of gen- 
eral income in the period of near- 
ly 28 years to date has been $27,- 
143,045. Expenditures from bond 
issues, in addition, have been §$3,- 
479,363, making the total capital out- 
lay since 1908 $30,622,408. The ex- 
penditures from bond funds were 
not included in the compilations 
of general expenditures. 

$3,000,000 Bond Issue. 

There was a $3,000,000 bond issue 
voted in 1916, due to financial con- 
ditions related to the World War. 
The proceeds were used in 1917-22. 
Outstanding bonds of this issue now 
amount to $1,997,000, against which 
fund already holds 
State and Federal bonds of a face 
value of $1,136,000. These bonds 
will be retired in 1937-39.

Surplus Needed 11 Times. 
Annual expenditures from gen- 
eral income have exceeded income 
in 11 years since 1908, six of these 
years being within the last dec- 
ade. The excess was met from the 
surpluses carried over, as under the 
working of the law the board may 
not incur a deficit in its budget. 
Principal economies put into ef- 
fect during the last four years have 
included: 10 per cent cut in salaries 
of teachers and all other board em- 
ployes; trimming of the cost and 
volume of supplies; reduction of 
evening school costs; elimination 
of summer school; lower salary lev- 
els for new teachers, and limitation 
of promotions in the teaching corps. 
Receipts in the first nine months 
of the current fiscal year have 
come within $383,182 of the budget 
estimate of income for the whole 
year. In addition, it has been indi- 
cated that reversions of unused 
appropriations, chiefly from the in- 
struction and supply departments, 
may exceed $200,000 at the end of 
this fiscal Year. However, this ad- 
vantage for the surplus probably 
will be offset to a considerable ex- 
tent as the result of a large reduc- 
tion in the real estate assessment 
and a shrinkage in the volume of 
delinquent tax payments.

the doors of the United States 
Treasury,’ Black said recently, “the 
Copeland bill probably will not sat- 
isfy those who have had their hands 
in the public till so long.” 

Both the Copeland and the Guf- 
fey bills provide a maritime au- 
thority to supervise shipping, tak- 
ing this prerogrative away from the 
Shipping Board Bureau in the De- 
partment of .Commerce. But Guf- 
fey insists that the maritime au- 
thority he would set up is empow- 
ered to compel construction of at 
least 30 modern cargo ships every 
year for seven years, the number 
required “to bring our merchant 
marine up to what we should have.”’ 

“The other bill,” Guffey said * of 
the Copeland measure, “leaves the 
success or failure of the national 
program entirely inthe hands of the 
shipping people. If they fail to 
build the ships and maintain the 
lines we need, it is just too bad, but 
nothing can be done about it. We 
have seen how this has worked out 
in the past. In spite of the huge 
subsidies paid under the ocean 
mail contracts, the private owners 
in seven years have given us only 
29 new ships. My bill proposes that 
the Government shall build the re- 
quired number of ships if the pri- 
vate owners fail to do so. 


Guffey Explains His Bill. 


Guffey’s proposed maritime au- 
thority would be made up of five 
members, all of whom would be 
selected from outside th shipping 
industry. Copeland would have 
three men on his’ authority and 
there is no réstriction in the mea- 
sure as to their previous shipping 
connections. 


The Guffey bill provides for a to- 
tal subsidy of 331-3 per cent of the 
cost of construction. Besides the 
specific subsidies provided in the 
Copeland bill, Guffey points out, a 
subsidy up to the full amount of the 
cost of the vessel may be granted if 
the President approves. The Guf- 
fey measure also specifies a method 
for determining the actual differ- 
ence between foreign and domestic 
construction costs, something which 
is omitted from the Copeland bill.

“This is a new plan. It has not 
been tried before.

The Copeland measure as first 
made public did not contain such 
labor provisions. A later version 
of the bill provided wage scales 
but specified that they should be 
administered by the Department of 
Commerce. 


Administration Approval Claimed 


When Copeland first gave out his 
bill, he said that it had administra- 
tion approval, He intimated that 
it represented a compromise be- 
tween the views of Secretary of 
Commerce Roper, one of Cope- 
land’s closest allies, and Postmas- 
ter-General Farley. President 
Roosevelt at his press conference 
on the same day was asked to com- 
ment on Copeland’s remark. The 
President said that all he had done 
was to tell Roper and Farley to go 
ahead and settle the shipping issue. 


President Roosevelt has been 
somewhat handicapped in his hand- 
ling of the shipping issue by the 
fact of his friendship with Vin- 
cent Astor who controls the Unit- 
ed States Lines, a subsidiary of the 
International Mercantile Marine. 
The latter company and its offi- 
cers came in for considerable con- 
demnation in the Black ocean mail 
report. Roosevelt was charged last 
year with approving a deal for lay- 
ing up the Leviathan, only Amer- 
ican super-liner, which was in ef- 
fect an additional subsidy to the 
United States Lines of $1,720,000. 
Twice during his administration 
the President has gone on fishing 
cruises on Astor’s yacht, the Nour- 
mahal. 

“I’ve done my duty,” Copeland 
says, “it’s up to the President now. 
If he wants a ship subsidy bill he 
can give an order and get the bill 
he wants. Otherwise it is highly im- 
probable that any shipping legis- 
lation will be passed at this ses- 
sion.” 

Certain Senators are of the opin- 
ion that Copeland himself, by an 
indirect maneuver, had the ocean 
mail subsidy struck out of the Post- 
office appropriation bill in an ef- 
fort to force new subsidy legisla- 
tion. Copeland, of course, rejects 
this suggestion indignantly. 


Maneuvers Keep Clark on Jump. 


In his efforts to checkmate Cope- 
land’s parliamentary moves, Clark 
has been kept very busy. On at 
least one occasion he found it nec- 
essary to be in two places at once. 
Before his committee Copeland was 
maneuvering to bring out a fav- 
orable vote on his bill while Clark 
was doing all he could to prevent 
such a vote. At the same time on 
the Senate floor Senator Tydings 
(Dem.), Maryland, was presenting 
a resolution calling on Secretary 
of Commerce Roper for what would 
have been, according to Clark, “a 
stump speech” in favor of the Cope- 
land bill. 

The resolution was so worded 
that Roper would have been re- 
quired to present only the infor- 
mation which would make the 
strongest possible case for the sub- 
sidy system. Clark objected to the 
resolution, rushed back to the Sen- 
ate committee room to denounce 
the Copeland bill, hurried back 
again to the Senate when informed 
that Tydings was once more mak- 
ing an effort to put over the reso- 
lution and returned again at the 
first opportunity to the Commerce 
Committee room and the battle on 
the Copeland bill itself. 

Clark, too, is a resourceful fight- 
er. If the ship subsidy issue comes 
to debate on the floor of the Sen- 
ate, with no word from the Presi- 
dent as to his wishes, it will be a 
grand free-for-all. The battle of 
words and strategy that will en- 
sue may well delay Congress until

SHORTER CATECHISM 
FOR JURORS EXAMINED 


Judge Russell Considers Hav- 
ing Booklet Like That in 
New York Printed Here. 


St. Louis jurors will not have to 
guess at the meaning of the words 
“plaintiff” and “defendant,” or to 
puzzle over other courtroom, terms 
and practices, after the jurors’ 
shorter catechism, on the New 
York model, has been printed for 
distribution in the courts here. 


Judge. Harry F. Russell, presid- 
ing Judge of the Circuit Court, has 
obtained a supply of the  blue- 
backed booklets from Frederick 
O’Byrne, Commissioner of Jurors 
for the County of New York, and 
has sent them to lawyers and lay- 
men for inspection. He is consid- 
ering a request to the Judges in 
general term to authorize the publi- 
cation of such a booklet here. 

O’Byrne’s “Primary Instructions 
to Jurors,” are divided into sec- 
tions relating to jury duty in civil 
and criminal trials. In the civil 
section, the first questions and an- 
swers set forth that the ordinary 
civil case has a plaintiff, or one 
who is making a claim against an- 
other person, and a defendant, or 
one who is opposing a plaintiff's 
claim. 

The “Q.” and “A.” paragraphs 
proceed to tell how the jury shoula 
proceed in considering evidence ana 
reaching its decision. One of the 
longest paragraphs is in reply to 
the question’ how a juror may de- 
termine what testimony is to be 
believed. It ends with “the final 
test in a juror’s mind as to wheth- 
er the witness’s story rings true, 
the deciding of which is partly a 
matter of sensing, or instinct, or 
intuition.” 

In the instructions for jurors in 
criminal cases, circumstantial . evi- 
dence is discussed, and reasons are 
stated why it may be the best kind 
of evidence. “In the evidence of 
eye-witnesses,” a jurist is quoted as 
Saying, “we are not guaranteed 
against mistake and falsehood, or 
distortion bysexaggeration or preju- 
dice; but when we are dealing with 
a number of established facts, if 
upon arranging, examining and 
weighing them in our minds, we 
reach only the conclusion of guilt, 
the judgment rests upon pillars as 
substantial and sound as though 
resting upon the testimony of eye- 
witnesses.” 

When the Judges meet in general 
term next month, Judge Russell 
said, a proposal would be made that 
the criminal divisions of Circuit 
Court be included in the consoli- 
dated jury system, which the 
Judges have decided to install as 
soon as a large assembly room can 
be provided. Under this plan, those 
summoned for jury duty will report 
in the assembly room, instead of 
going to the various divisions as at 
present, and will be assigned by an 
assignment Judge. 

W. Blodgett Priest, president of 
the Lawyers’ Association of St. 
Louis, has expressed himself as 
favoring inclusion of the criminal 
courts in the new system from the 
outset. He will be invited to attend 
the Judges’ meeting, when some 
practical obstacles, due partly to 
the location of the criminal courts 
in another building than the civil 
courts, will be discussed. 


MIKADO TO LEAD WAR GAMES 
IN PERSON IN NORTHERN JAPAN 


Emperor to Set Precedent by Go-| 


ing to Hokkaido Island in 
the Fall. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, March 28.—For the first 
time in history an Emperor of 
Japan will command the annual 
maneuvers of his army on the plains 
of Hokkaido, the big northern is- 
land of Japan proper. Emperor 
Hirohito will take personal super- 
vision of the war games Oct. 1 
to 3, after traveling from Yoko- 
suka, the naval base near Tokio, 
to Muroran, Southern Hokkaido, 
by warship. 

At least two and perhaps three 
divisions will take part but other 
details are secret. Newspapers have 
been forbidden to print anything 
concerning the maneuvers except 
what the Government announces, 

This is attributed to the tense re- 
lation of Japan with Soviet Russia, 
and the probability that since Hok- 
kaido is the part of the Japanese 
homeland that lies nearest Russian 
territory the war games will be in- 
terpreted as drill for a possible con- 
flict with the Soviets. 

Hokkaido is also the part of Ja- 
pan proper which would lie first 
in the path of an American fleet 
approaching along the great circle 
route, and military experts think 
that the coming maneuvers will 
test the ability of the army’s new 
air bases in that island to stand 
off planes from the aircraft car- 
riers of a hostile navy. 

Government censorship also has 
been imposed on news of this 
year’s annual navy maneuvers.

Funeral services for Adolph Her- 
man Merck of Belleville, 19-year-old

the graph was stationary and then 
in 1934 it began to rise. In that 
year, according to De Kruif, 5000 
children died of it; and this, he is 
quick to add, despite the fact that 
it is preventable by an anti-toxin 
that is available to those who can 
pay for it. 

But the author emphasizes espe- 
cially rheumatic fever as the out- 
standing example of a disease in- 
duced by poverty. He describes in 
complete detail the case of one child 
in Grand Haven, Mich., who died 
of rheumatic “heartbreak ;” the de- 
scent of her hard-working parents 
into poverty; the effort to live on 
“charity” that was always insuffi- 


child’s patience and fortitude in the 
face of it and finally her death un- 
der circumstances that could scarce- 
ly be more tragic. DeKruif makes 
the most of this story to hammer in 
his point about the relationship be- 
tween poverty and disease. 


He gives a fascinating account of 
the search to find the cause and 
cure of rheumatic fever. Dr. Alvin 
Coburn of New York has had per- 
haps the most to do with this 
search. It was Coburn who, re- 
flecting on the fact that the disease 
never, or almost never, occurred in 
the tropics or the sub-tropics took 
a group of children suffering from 
“rheumatic heartbreak” in an ad- 
vanced stage to Puerto Rico. There 
they lived in an open building just 
a few yards from the ocean, ex- 
posed to wind, damp, rain and sun. 


Within six months these ten chil- | 
dren were almost entirely recov- | 


ered. It seemed like a miracle. The 
streptococcus disappeared from 
their throats. “Their frantically 
beating hearts became quiet. Their 
pains were soothed.” 


But—in June the money put up 
by kindly New Yorkers was gone. 
There. was no longer sufficient 
money to keep these children in 
Puerto Rico. They were taken back 
to New York. Before another half 
year three of the ten were dead of 
“their final heartbreak.” 


Still Another Demonstration. 


Still another demonstration of the 
vital importance of diet, sunshine, 
fresh air and a measure of free- 
dom from filth and infection is 
cited by DeKruif. In the poorer 
sections of London rheumatic fev- 
er is very prevalent but in the ex- 
cellent boarding schools to which 
children from these sections are 
sent when they are orphaned, there 
was “next to none of it.” Similarly 
the rheumatic heart sickness was 
“twenty times as prevalent” in the 
general wards of the Presbyterian 
Hospital in New York as it was 
in the private pavilions. 


“At the Pelham Home for heart- 
sick children,” De Kruif writes, 
“Coburn watched a serious outbreak 
of the rheumatic terror in rheumat- 
ic girls in spite of their having been 
fed for months on a diet of plenty 
of Vitamin C, of oranges, of milk, 
of every kind of vitamin. Yet on 
the other hand, these stricken 


girls hadn’t been fed that way from | 


the first of their lives. 


“And isn’t it possible that infant 
semi-starvation, hidden hunger, 
malnourishment, in the very begin- 
ning of a child’s life, is what upsets 
that child’s secret chemistry, 
marks your child with the rheumat- 
ic stigma?

Who O’Brien Is 
R OBERT LINCOLN O'BRIEN, 
| chairman of the Federal Tariff 
| Commission, has made a life-long 
| study of two subjects—government 
| and journalism. A year after his 
graduation from Harvard in 1891, 
he became personal secretary to 
Grover Cleveland, then Democratic 
nominee for the Presidency. He 
continued with President Cleveland 
|in this capacity until 1895, when 


he became Washington correspond- 
_ent of the Boston Transcript, a po- 
‘sition he held until 1906. He left 
Washington to become editor of the 
| Transcript, and four years later he 
'was selected president of the com- 
pany publishing the Morning Bos- 
ton Herald and the Evening Boston 
Traveler. For 18 years he was 
editor of the Herald. 

President Hoover named him 
chairman of the Federal Tariff 
Commission in 1931, and this honor 
was continued by President Roose- 
velt last year. His appointment to 


the commission will expire in June. 


he had already made a name for 
himself.” 

Roosevelt’s popularity with the 
people was so strong that he was 
able to name his successor, Taft. 
He told the Republican leaders, “If 
you don’t take Taft, you'll have to 
take me.” The people had little 
choice in: 1908 and Taft was elected. 
It was a different story in 1912, 
when the candidates were Taft, 
Wilson and Roosevelt. 


Wilson’s Election. 


Wilson had been selected Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey by a group 
of Democratic bosses who thought 


he would “play ball’ with them. 


They had not taken the trouble to 
read his books to learn his political 
philosophy. He was his own Gov- 
ernor, and as it later turned out, 
his own President. But what put 
him in the White House, after win- 
ning the Democratic nomination 
over Speaker Champ Clark of Mis- 
souri, was’the Taft-Roosevelt feud 
in the Republican party. 

O’Brien, as an authority on New 
England, has a wealth of annec- 
dotes about Calvin Coolidge, who 


/was selected as a Republican run- 
in | 


ning mate for Harding in 1920. 
Harding, as is well known, was se- 
lected by a group of Republican 
leaders at 2 a. m. in a room at the 
Blackstone Hotel in Chicago, after 
the late Boies Penrose of Pennsy!l- 
vania by long distance telephone 
had given his approval. The de- 
tails of this selection were printed 


by the Post-Dispatch in 1928 in an | 


article based on a letter to Harding 
by the late John T. King, a Re- 
publican national committeeman 
for Connecticut. 


Chance played a great part in 
the selection of a running mate for 
Harding. Three men, the late 
Gen. Wood, Senator Hiram John- 
son of California and Senator Irv- 
ing I. Lenroot of Wisconsin, re- 
fused the honor as beneath their 
dignity. The convention was tired 
out by the wrangling between 
Lowden, Johnson and Wood for the 
Presidency, and rushed through the 
nomination of Coolidge for Vice- 
President. Coolidge had had his 
lucky break in the Boston police 
strike, and the reputation he got 
from it, deservedly or not, was re- 
sponsible for his nomination. At 
that time he was not known out- 
side of Massachusetts either for dry 
humor or economy. 


“When Calvin Coolidge was in the 
Senate,” | 
O’Brien says, “a Vermont life in- | 
surance company issued a pam- | 
phiet listing 1000 famous sons of | 


Massachusetts State 


Vermont. Although that list con- 
tained the names of many locally 
known Vermont merchants, it did 
not include the name of Coolidge. 
His early life did not indicate that 
he had much of a future. He was 
one of the most fortunate Presi- 
dents.

that Hoover was extremely fortu- 
nate in being in London at the out- 
break of the World War. It was 
then that Hoover got his first rep- 
utation as the man able to handle 
an emergency, although Hawes 
who was in London at the same 
time, insists that other Americans 
did as much to repatriate’ the 
stranded travelers as Hoover. The 
other Americans, according to 
Hawes, had to return home. One of 
Hoover's homes was in London, and 
he remained in charge of the work

the news cables. After that he 
was put in charge of Belgian relief 
work and later became American 
Food Administrator. 

In the commission for the relief 
of Belgium, several of Hoover's 
young lieutenants advocated Hoo- 
ver for President, but the move- 
ment did not get under way until 
he was Food Administrator. There 
can be little doubt that he was 
working for the Presidency when 
he was in the Harding and Cool- 
idge cabinets. 

Franklin Roosevelt. 

O’Brien tells what may be an 
apocryphal: story to show _ that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, like Hoover, 
for years aimed at the White 
House. This story is to the effect 
that shortly after Franklin D. 
and Eleanor Roosevelt were mar- 
ried they came to visit Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s uncle at the White House, 
President Theodore Roosevelt. The 
then President was busily engaged 
and he detailed one of the aids to 
show his young relatives about 
Washington. To make conversa- 
tion, the aid asked, “Mr. Roosevelt, 
what future have you mapped out 
for yourself?” 

To this query, the reply was, 
“I think I should like to have a 
career of public service, like Elean- 
or’s uncle Theodore in the White 
House.” The aid, from whom 
O’Brien got the story, thought the 
young man naive and “soft.” 

Whether the story is true or un- 
true, later events bore out the 
theme. Franklin Roosevelt served 
at Albany, was Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, ard was a candidate 
for the vice-presidency in 1920. 
Luck, chance, fate or what you will, 
entered his life in 1928, however, 
when Alfred E. Smith insisted over 
the long distance phone that he 
would have a better chance for the 
Presidency if Franklin D. Roosevelt 
ran for Governor of New York, 
Roosevelt reluctantly accepted the 
invitation and carried New York, 
while Smith failed. Probably from 
then on, and certainly after his re- 
election in 1930, he was an active 
candidate for the Presidency. 


Charles Hay on Landon. 

What about the future Presi- 
dents? It is too early to predict 
what will happen at the Repub- 
lican convention, but Charles M. 
Hay of St. Louis, now a special As- 
sistant Attorney-General in Wash- 
ington, is trying to make out that 
Landon is an accident. To be sure, 
he was elected Governor of Kansas 
in 1930 over Woodring because 
Dr. Brinkley of goat gland fame 
was the third candidate, but Hay 
insists that the Kansas Coolidge 
would be unknown had it not been 
for the New Deal. 


Speaking at Akron this week, the | 


former St. Louis City Counselor, 

facetiously declared that Landon’s 

candidacy was unconstitutional: 
“My reasoning is this,’ Hay said. 
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“Like father, like son. Landon’s 
candidacy is thé creation of the 
New Deal. The operation of that 
act (the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act) in Kansas enabled Kansas 
farmers to pay their taxes. The 
payment of taxes enabled Landon 
to balance the budget and there- 
after become a presidential possi- 
bility. The AAA has been declared 
unconstitutional — ergo, Landon’s 
candidacy is unconstitutional.” 

Getting away from Hay’s friv- 
olous constitutional reasoning, the 
curious voter might wonder if Lan- 
don would have been heard from if 
the New Deal had not put one or 
two hundred millions of dollars into 
Kansas.

With 14 Weeks’ Total 


Winter of 1935-36 Best of Last Three; 
St. Louis Off the Track for Several 
Major Shows: Prospects for Next Fall. 


ITH the final curtain last night on “Three Men On a Horse” 

at the American Theater, the St. Louis legitimate season of 

1935-36 came to a close. Although not living up to its rosiest 
prospects, for spring especially, it did run up 13 weeks’ playing time 
ac the American, plus a week of ‘The Great Waltz’ at the Municipal 
Auditorium. 

It was, therefore, the best season of the last three (1934-35 had 
a little over 10 weeks), although comparison with the highly active 
winter of 1927-28. when there were 30 weeks of entertainment at 
the American alone, with the Shubert-Rialto not yet surrendered 
ic the cinema, shows the ravages wrought in the theater by a dis- 
turbed national economy. 

So far as the box-office response to the 12 “productions” of 1935- 
26 is conéerned, six shows had ‘‘good’’ business, two “‘fair,’’ two mer- 
ited the classification of ‘‘big,”’ and two found the going pretty diffi- 
cult. The six in the first group were ‘‘Tobacco Road’ (for three 
weeks), ‘The Great Waltz,’’ ‘‘The Old Maid,’’ ‘‘Personal Appearance,’ 
“Cyrano de Bergerac’ and Cornelia Otis Skinner. The Gilbert-Sulli- 
van revivals of the Civie Light Opera Co. and Ethel Barrymore in 
“The Constant Wife’’ had only passable houses. ‘‘Dodsworth"’ and 
the first production of ‘‘Three Men On a Horse’ were the two that 
packed them in. Nazimova’s revival of “Ghosts’’ ran into cold 
weather and slumped; last week’s No. 3 company of “Three Men On 
a Horse’ likewise was a disappointment, without consolation of bad 
weather. 

The American does have one more show, but it is the de luxe 
screen attraction, ‘‘The Great Ziegfeld,’ set for April 12 and there- 
after.

Next fall will likely see as much 
a shortage of musicals as this 
year.

Sutter’s Gold. ; 


N the life of Gen. Johann Augus- 
Jus Sutter, California’s early land 

baron, Hollywood had, and still 
has, abundant material for one of 
its richest American dramas. The 
facts themselves, as set down in 
biography, history book and en- 
cyclopedia, give license for more 
blood and thunder than the most 
intrepid screen dramatist would al- 
low himself to invent. “Sutter's 
Gold,” at the Fox, however, seems 
to be willing to take the details at 
their face value, reproducing them 
without any great amount of re- 
search or insight. It is, therefore, 
a spectacular but rather § tedious 
tale of the West, without dramatic 
unity. Sutter is followed from Swit- 
zerland to New York, then to Mis- 
souri (he lived for a time near St. 
Louis), on to Vancouver, Hawaii, 
and California. A street car strike 
in New York, revelry in the “Sand- 
wich Islands,” brutality on the high 
seas, mutiny, the erection of the in- 
land empire, battles with the Mex- 
icans, the gold rush which cost 
Sutter his realm, scenes of -early 
San Francisco and of Wash- 
ington, D. C., are reproduced with- 
out stint. Yet realism nowhere 
seems to be the guiding principle. 
Edward Arnold, as Sutter, is im- 
maculate from start to finish.

CHICAGO. 
N the Children’s Me- 
morial Hospital here 
they play a trick on the 
patients. It's an exceed- 
ingly pleasant and help- 
ful trick, lacking in any 
real element of deceit— 
nothing like concealing 
castor oil under a coat- 
ing of jam or telling a 
youngster squirming before a camera to 
watch the bird come out. It's merely hav- 
ing the children help themselves get well by 
doing something they don't know is for 
that purpose. That something is play. 

Singly or in groups, up and about or 
stretched in bed, all the patients in Chil- 
dren's Memorial Hospital play who are able 
to enjoy it. They occupy their hands and 
minds with simple toys and play simple 
games such as “Farmer in the Dell” or “I 
Sent a Letter” or whatever is suited to age 
and interest. And the way the children 
take to this unusual hospital activity has 
proved to the doctors of this institution that 
sick children need play as much as well 
ones do, and are benefited by it. Play 
makes children happy, and happiness speeds 
recovery. Play, therefore, is an established 
part of the therapy at Children’s Me- 
morial Hospital. It is not, explains Miss 
Anne Smith, director of play at the hos- 
pital—“the Play Lady” to the children— 
merely entertainment, or “something tacked 
on after the physical care has been attended 
to,” but an integral part of the treatment. 

The hospital staff finds that play is al- 
most as necessary for the child's develop- 
ment as food, drink and physical care. 

Of course, that applies to well children 
as well as sick ones, but the well children 
manage to get the necessary play, while 
those in hospitals are generally deprived of 
it. Even at home, a sick child may be miss- 
ing out on play, especially if he is a child 
in @ home where no one has time or knows 
how to play with him. 

The play is arranged to suit the various 
children and their physical condition, just 
a medicines and other treatment are pre- 
wribed, and the nurses at the hospital are 
taught play technique just as they are taught 

to take temperatures, give baths and 
otherwise care for their small patients. 

Most of the young women entering the 


hospital's School for Pediatric Nursing have - 


never had any contact with children. The 
@udent nurse may have been an only child 
na family herself, and her unfamiliarity 
with children and feeling of strangeness 
May make it difficult for her to handle the 
little patients. Play, she soon finds, makes 
& all much easier, but first she must learn 
how and what to play. 

A course of play is consequently re- 
quired of every student nurse at this hos- 
pital. The student has eight lessons in which 
the learns how to play without any equip: 
Bent. She learns how to interest and soothe 
the child with stories and poetry, how to 
Play finger and singing games with him, 
tnd how to start the whole group playing 
* fame or acting a favorite story. 

The games are all social games. None 
of them is competitive, as that would en- 
tail too much of a strain for sick children. 
They are the kind that children of all ages 
fan play together, since the children are 
frouped in the wards, not according to age, 
but according to the kinds of illnesses they 
have 

Even little children with heart disease, 
Whose physical activity is greatly limited, 
“an join in such games as “Farmer in the 
Dell.” The child's imagination fills in the 
‘tion quite satisfactorily. 3 

Folk games of all countries are drawn on 
for the play program. Although many of 


the little patients are children of foreign- 
born parents, the games are generally new 
to them. They have rarely been taught the 
social type of play. 

Many of these children are used to play- 
ing gangster at home. At the hospital they 
learn new games with delight and when they 
return home they do not forget them, and 
the hospital is remembered as “the place 
where they play with you.” 

‘One object of the play is to make the 
child feel at ease. 


66 ANY children come to the hospital 

with strange fears of doctors, nurses 
and hospitals which are magnified by the 
odor of ether, the sight of the nurses from 
the operating room who look like ghosts in 
their all-white garb and masks, and of 
doctors wearing strange instruments around 
their necks and foreheads,’ Miss Smith ob- 
served. The Play Lady and her volunteer 
assistants who supplement the nufses wear 
cheery yellow smocks. 

Too often a threat of doctor, nurse or 
hospital has been used by parents to frighten 
children into obedience, so that they are ter- 
rified when they actually find themselves in 
a hospital. But play is a familiar and im- 
portant part of normal child life and the 
play which starts almost as soon as the 
young patients are put to bed in the hos- 
pital ward makes them. feel at home and 
unafraid. 

An interesting feature of the play is the 
way it is used for children who come to 
have their tonsils out or for other opera: 
tions. All these patients are gathered in a 
sunroom at eight o'clock on the morning of 
the operation. The room is far from the 
operating room as possible, so that all sight, 
sound ‘and smell of it are avoided. 

In this sunroom the whole group plays 
together. Nurses come at intervals of from

five to 20 minutes, taking the youngest 


children first, but the rest go on playing. 


until their turn comes. As a result they are 
content and calm until the last minute be- 
fore the operation. 

“It was really astonishing, said one of 
the nurses, “to see how many children could 
have their tonsils removed peacefully and 
even happily because of this preliminary 
play experience.” 

Group play has been going on at Chil- 
dren's Memorial Hospital since 1932. As 
a result, frightened, homesick children cry- 
ing themselves into a fever are unknown 
there. 

Nurses find that their small charges 
quickly stop crying and resisting the various 
necessary treatments and care when stories 
ate told or games are played while the un- 
familiar and therefore frighggning pro-

cedures are being carried out. Neurotic 
tendencies, which are apt to have their 
beginning in long illnesses 6f children, are 
prevented by the play program, the staff at 
Children’s Memorial Hospital finds. Bad 
habits are prevented or forgotten when 
group play is part of the life at the hospital. 

“The whole atmosphere of a hospital is 
changed,” Miss Smith said. “One visiting 
doctor from the East seeing all the alert 
happy faces in our hospital claimed we had 
no. sick children. We know that a hospital 
full of wan-faced irritable children is un- 
necessary and should cease to exist.” 

Although the play program does not de- 
pend on toys, the children have playthings 
to amuse themselves with also, and these 
are fitted into the play program as much as 
possible. 

Visitors to the little patients at this hos- 
pital are familiar. with a table full of toys 
which have been carefully selected as suit- 
able for sick children. The toys are di«

PHILADELPHIA. 
ILLIAN RUSSELL’S 
only daughter 
brought to the mess 
of legalistic unpleas- 
antnesses which were 
part of her inherit- 
ance from her cele- 
brated mother a 


shrewd sense of 
values and an instinc- 
tive gift for picking the winning law- 
yer. It is just as well for her that she 
did; she needed every bit of it, and 
more also. For the world habitually 
turns its most flinty and implacable 
face against children who were con- 
ceived in a spirit of unworldly aban- 
don rather than in one of practical 
sober premeditation and holy wedlock. 
Dorothy Russell has had, as even her 
courtroom detractors must admit, 
rather rough going of it. Her only 
break has been a compound fracture 
and a recent court decision of doubt- 
ful permanence. 

But among the several good things 
fate and her radiant parent evidently 
intended to bestow upon her was an 
emeraid ring of fabulous beauty and 
great intrinsic value. Lillian Russell 
always had a strong, improvident af- 
fection for Dorothy; the ring is proof 
of her strong partiality. It is as little 
commonplace as was its fascinating 
donor. Its center piece is a huge and 
flawless stone with nine effulgent dia- 
monds to set it off. Ordinary observ- 
ers would immediately class it as re- 
splendent. Jewelers appraise it at a 
round $650,000. To Dorothy this 
may be supposed to have a significance 
secondary to the sentimental values 
which waft it (for her) into the class 
of the Ring of the Niebelungen— 
which destroyed a whole dynasty of 
gods. But Dorothy also knows the 
value of $60,000. The ring, alas, has 
a lien on it. 

That ring, not Dorothy Russell (who 
is privately Mrs. Dorothy Russel! Ein- 
stein-O’Reilly-Calvit) should be the 
heroine in this piece. It was the cen- 
tral figure in her latest long-winded 
litigation, which had its inception in 
1931. But before the tale is told the 
principal characters should be intro- 
duced. An elaborate game of blind 
man's buff, a sketchy chronicle of the 
principals—-their marriages, near mar- 
riages and unmarryings—is unavoid- 
able. Two of them, Lillian Russell 
and Mrs. Enrico Caruso, need no spe- 
cial identification. A third, the late 
Spanish Ambassador Alexander Pol- 
lock Moore, is also not obscure, though 
this devious tale may reveal some 
things not generally known about him. 

The great lady who was to be Lil- 
lian Russell made her appearance in 
New York at the beginning of the 
vighties—a shy and stammering non- 
enfity who called herself Helen 
Louisa Leonard and hailed from a 
hamlet in Iowa. Dazzling in her 
virginial loveliness she did not long 
remain unknown. Soon after her re- 
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christening (at the 
hands of a canny im- 
presario called Tony 
Pastor) she became 
the most sought-after 
music hall celebrity 
in Manhattan. Even 
before that however, she met 
her first husband, Harry Bra- 
ham, the Pastor The- 
ater’s orchestra leader. This 
fortunate minion of Apollo saw 
and desired her the first time 


“she came into the range of the 


footlights, proposed almost un- 
der the proscenium and carried 
her off just as Lillian Russell 
was becoming a name to con- 
jure with. If she broke 
his heart as soon as she 
came into a $500 weekly 
pay check, there were 
many in the audi- 
ence who envied 
him even that 
mark of attention. 
After the _ di- 
vorce La Russell 
became enam- 
oured of another 
musician. Teddy 
Solomon, a con- 
ductor €na com- 
poser whose light 
opera was current- 
ly all the rage, / 
took her off to 
London with him.

Starting as 
an office boy, Moore became an edi- 
tor, a publisher, a diplomat, then 
President Harding’s Ambassador to 
Spain and the court favorite, it is said, 
of Queen Victoria Eugenia. He was

mark: “IT must admit 
that Mother Nature has 
been very generous with 
me.""

confidant of Alexander P. 
Moore came forward to 
shed some needed light 
on the relations between 
him and his wife and her 
daughter.

ander P. Moore, who still retained 
considerable agility after his lovely 
wife’s death in 1922. Caruso and Lil- 
lian Russell died the same year. Ca- 
ruso forgot to include his widow and 
her daughter Gloria in the will he 
made a year after their marriage 
This oversight was later partly recti- 
fied by the Italian courts and their 
rectifying was still later rectified by 
New Jersey's courts. Meanwhile Dor- 
othy Caruso married a wealthy Brit- 
ish engineer, Captain Ernest A. In- 
gram, and quickly divorced him be- 
cause he liked English cooking better 
than Americans and all their ways 
Then came her friendship with 
Alexander P. Moore. The venerabie 
ambassador made her a present of the 
famous ring in 1927 when they be- 
came, somewhat tentatively, engaged 


and set the nation’s society editors 
clacking in unison. But that comes 
later in the narrative; the true 


heroine is yet to make an appearance 

The ring began life cradled in a bed 
of violet velvet at a Fifth avenue jew- 
eler’s. Dorothy recalls the day— 
though it was back in 1901-—-when it 
first stared up at her: The vacuous 
bewitching stare of the single emer- 
ald, the winkling glittering beams of 
the sharp little diamonds. She was 
out shopping with her mother and 
they sallied into the shop casually to 
be shown the ring.

HEN Chappie Mofan 
emerged from Atlan- 
ta Penitentiary in the 
summer of 1921, hav- 
ing made his peace 
with the United 
States Government 
and having at- 
tained a mellow mid- 
™ die age (verging on 
60), it doesn’t seem to have occurred 
to him that this was high time to go 
straight. As a matter of fact he had 
used his prison term as an opportunity 
to form new business engagements 
which he planned to use in getting a 
fresh start. The Muncie upheaval 
may have sobered him a little, made 
him yet more wary of crossing the 
track of the Federal operatives. But 
outwardly he was as dapper and cheer- 
fol as ever; inwardly apparently as 

crafty and unregenerate. 

If Chappie’s general outlook re 
mained constant through his nominal- 
y reformatory eighteen months, there 
was one respect in which he had 
changed. He no longer wanted to 
travel. Whereas he had formerly 
been willing to wander from summer 
resort to winter resort, from ship to 
ship and from continent to continent, 
be wanted now to settle in the Middle 
West, where he could visit his wife 
and daughter occasionally. For Chap- 
ple was a family man. It isn’t known 
just when this marriage occurred; 
doubtless it was in his prime, for he 
had married the daughter of a fellow 
Craftsman who had asked him to as- 
sume guardianship while he, the fath- 
er, made a little sojourn up the river. 
And when the child had grown up 
Chapple, it is said, had fallen in love 
with her and asked her to marry him. 

In general Chappie's life had been 
comparatively barren of feminine in- 
terest. He had maintained that 
women have no place in the confidence 
game; they are too emotional, too un- 
stable to make’ good at a profession 
that calls for almost complete suppres- 
tion of feelings and sentiments. l- 
though this view seemed current 
among a majority of grafters, many of 
them traveled with their women and 
occasionally women were even allowed 
10 participate in a racket, though this 
Was excessively rare.

Finally there was Tony Serpo, a Chi- 
cago dope peddler who should never 


have been allowed to move with self- — 


respecting con men. Serpo was a 


venomous little man who looked every - 


bit as degenerate as he was. He had 
started life as a burglar in Chicago, 
had been a pickpocket and a grug 
peddier for years. Chappie had met 
him in the penitentiary at Atlanta. 

Chappie worked out a new and re- 
fined version of the bunco game for 
this group of veterans, a simplified 
play which, while it gave as persua- 
sive an impression as did the elabor- 
ate paraphernalia of wire-tapping, 
fake-fighting, foot-racing 
stock market, required only a simple 
stock of confidence literature and a 
couple of fixed hotels to operate. As 
a matter of fact the new ganie was 
far more realistic than the more in- 
volved forms of the past. Suckers 
weren't picked up in hotel lobbies or 
railroad stations; they were intro- 
duced in the course of what seemed a 
normal and lucrative business trans- 
action.

000, found it equally distasteful to re- 
member the experience, but agreed to 
recount it on condition that his name 
not be mentioned again. 

This victim was a former athlete 
and real estate broker, as knowing 
and worldly a man as one would be 
likely to meet. He is seemingly a 
good mixer; one gets the impres- 
sion that he knows the town. In his 
case the steerer (Doc Brady) made his 
entry by arranging an appointment 
over the telephone. When he arrived 
at the broker's office, he introduced

himself as T. J. Hoffman and said he 
was recommended to this firm by a 
former client in Ohio, whom he men- 
tioned.

After another in- 
spection of business property, the deal 
was verbally agreed upon and Brady 
suggested that they run over to Deca- 
tur, Illinois, where the fabulous mil- 
lionaire (Frank Adam Reed) was 
stopping off on business. The pre- 
text was, of course, the signing of an 
option on the property. But in the 
hotel at Decatur—well away from the 
sobering influence of the St. Louis Po- 
lice Department-—the real deal was 
uncovered. And thereupon the old 
payoff racket unrolled itself, with 
Chappie Moran as the stock broker 
(secretly buying up shares of an ob- 
scure company for the Guggenheim 
interests) and Tony Serpo as a simple 
Italian farmer who owned some of the 
shares and had no idea what was their 
true value. The con men kept the St. 
Louis real estate broker up half the 
night trying to negotiate with Serpo. 
(The latter’s name was given as Fir- 
po). The Italian farmer occupied a 
shabby flat in a frame building in the 
slums and kept his securities in a suit- 
case. It was all a trifie improbable, 
but perfectly possible and convincing. 
When Serpo sold Brady and the vic- 
tim three shares of the stock, the vic- 
tim was given the $1000 profit and 
told to go back and get an option on 
a larger block Serpo possessed. (It 
is this phase that is known as the pay- 
off.) ‘He did so, got the certificate, 
then had to go all the way back to St. 
Louis to get the money to pay for his 
part in the final deal. 


N HIS return, Serpo indorsed 
()»- certificate and the victim 

was given it and sent to Ed- 
wardsville to buy a block of the same 
stock, which was said to be owned by 
Flirpo'’s sister. The latter proved to 
be non-existent and the victim drew 
up short with the realization that the 
entire game was phony and that he 
was holding a bogus certificate. By 
the time he realized this, the whole 
thing had come to seem implausible, 
but during the various stages——each 
only a little less credible than the 
one before, the victim had slowly been 
carried outside his normal judgment 
and hynotized by the simplicity with 
which he could make an enormous 
amount of money. 

Precisely the same swindle was suc- 
cessful when applied to as sagacious a 
business man as Mayor Frank of 
Okawville, who paid with $35,000 in 
Liberty bonds for 6050 shares of 
worthless stock. The certificate had 
Serpo's signature ‘“‘for value received,”’ 
on the reverse side. In that case Serpo 
gave his name as George Joseph and 
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had an apartment on Waterman ave- 
nue in St. Louis. Incidentally, it was 
while this play was in process of com- 
pletion, that two of the con men were 
arrested while about to board an inter- 
urban trolley car at Eads Bridge— 
and released for want of asapecific 
charges. During a few months the 
game was successful in subtracting 
$125,000 from the bank balances of 
six solid business men in Illinois. How 
many others were taken in is not 
known. 

But evidently the game wasn't ab- 
sorbing enough to hold the attention 
of all the players. The Sandersons 
spent a little spare time with an old 
farmer at Jacksonville, for whom they 
had worked during a previous harvest 
season. In staging this. by-play, they 
were careless enough to send reassur- 
ing letters to the farmer's family, by 
mail, thus needlessly involving them- 
selves in an infraction of Federal laws. 
Serpo was going in for more sensa- 
tional activities. He was fast becom- 
ing an accredited bank robber. When 
his wife became ill in Chicago, he took 
her to Rochester, Minnesota, for an 
operation. Afterwards, presumably to 
pay the doctor's bill, he held up a 
bank, got away with a fair sized pay- 
roll and left a guard squirming in the 
street in the agony of death—-a bullet 
through his chest. That wasn’t his 
only violent robbery. He also held up 
a hotel and he was suspected in a se- 
ries of bank robberies that terrorized 
members of the Bankers’ Association 
of Minnesota for several months. 
Brady, who was staying in Chicago, 
was reduced to swindling the bellboy 
in the hotel where he lived. He also 
put on a minor act in Gary, Indiana, 
spending a few nights in the hovel of 
a poor old German immigrant who af- 
terwards remembered how the confi- 
dence man knelt down beside his bed 
at night. ‘“‘That was the finest prayer 
that I ever heard,’ he later confided 
to Federal operatives who were back- 
tracking the gang. 

Inspectors H. H. Wasson and A. F. 
Burt of the Postoffice Department were 
eventually successful in bringing the 
gang to heel. It was a matter of 
months. Their first step was to get 
out a circular regarding the Liberty 
Bonds which had been taken from 
Mayor Frank. Shortly afterwards 
they received word that $14,000 worth 
of the bonds had been turned in at the 
Central Trust Company in Chicago by 
aman named Raymond Graumenz. 
They were able to locate Graumenz 
without much difficulty. He was the 
proprietor of a modest tailor shop and 
their first interview convinced the in- 
spectors that he was not a confidant of 
the gang. Graumens identified Brady 
and Walter Sanderson as the men who 
had given him the bonds to cash. He 
considered himself a personal friend of 
Brady. 
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Graumenz agreed to help the in- 
spectors apprehend the two men. He 
told them that Brady was having an 
ulster fitted at his (Graumenz’s) house 
and told them the night he planned to 
have a fitting. Wasson and Burt ar- 
rived while the fitting was in progress. 
They could see Brady inside and went 
up to the taxicab waiting for him be- 
fore the door. When Brady stepped 
into the cab the inspectors came up 
and took him off to police headquar- 
ters. On the way he offered each of 
the inspectors $4000 to let him off. 

Catching Serpo was not so easy. On 
two occasions the officers followed him 
in an automobile and were unable to 
come up with him. Later, when he 
was captured, he was able to avoid ex- 
tradition. 

When Burt interviewed Serpo in jail 
afterwards the criminal gave his ver- 
sion of one of the phases of the hunt. 
“I’m glad you didn’t catch up with us 
that time, Inspector,” he remarked. 
“We'd decided we were going to drill 
you if you did.” 

Meanwhile the Sandersons had been 
picked up in Springfield, Illinois, on 
information furnished by a _ stool 
pigeon. Before the testimony of the 
disillusioned and heart-broken old 
farmer they had robbed was com- 
pleted, they pleaded guilty and 
were sentenced to imprisonment. 
Frank Adam Reed was arrested in 
Serpo’s company and Chappie Moran 
was found without difficulty in 
Peoria. 


trial in St. Louis and his case 

was twice held over until Serpo 
should be arrested. When that finally 
occurred, the Government decided it 
would be better to free him than to al- 
low Serpo another chance to escape. 
The killer was brought to St. Louls 
while this decision was still pending, 
then extradited to Minnesota and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment in Still- 
water Penitentiary for first degree 
murder. Chapple was never prose- 
cuted for the series of swindles which 
had taken place in the years since he 
had been freed from Atlanta and even 
the charge preferred by Mayor Frank 
was not pressed. 

Brady was picked up after having 
jumped his bond in Chicago, while 
sitting in an automobile watching two 
of his associates in a simple coin 
match game. Such small pickings 
would have been beneath him a few 
years before, but he confessed to po- 
lice that he had been reduced to this 
for a living. 

He was subsequently allowed to 
plead guilty, served eighteen months 
in Leavenworth and is now living in 
the vicinity of St. Louis, apparently 
in poor circumstances. Reed has 
served his term. The Sandersons are 
said to be “‘working’’ in Kansas. 

Chappie soon after the breaking up 
of his gang gave up the confidence 
game, admitting the strain was begin- 
ning to tell on him. Not long ago he 
took a job as night watchman in a 
Peoria distillery. A sinecure, he called 
it. He lived quietly until his death, 
which occurred in the latter part of 
last month in the flat where he had 
been living with his wife and daugh- 
teer. As they watched him, he passed 
away muttering to himself that he 
was, after all, a champion. And 80 
he was.

LONELY CABIN

1] HE elderly, weather- 
beaten trapper, John 
Harms, was in an 
ugly mood when he 
and his young part- 
ner, Johnny Anthony, 
stopped at Ira Allen’s 
lonely log cabin on 
the bleak shore of 
Lake Athabaska.

had been drinking home-brew and the 

potent stuff had made him surly and 
quarrelsaome.

But, although Dr. Cannon is ac- 


Py ynowledged to be America’s foremost 


goman astronomer and one of the few 
oustanding ‘‘sky experts” in. the 
whole world, and although she has re- 
esived scientific honors both in the 
United States and abroad which no 
member of her sex had ever attained 
before her, she is today as active, 
as vivacious, and as hard-working as 
she ever was. 

In her astronomical work, Dr. Can- 
non claims to have found the secret 
of her youth. To her, “Every new 
spectrum is the gateway to a wonder- 
ful new world,’’ and the assignment of 
“covering the sky’’ which she under- 
took some years ago appealed to her 
imagination. As professor of astron- 
omy at the Harvard Observatory, Dr. 
Cannon discovered five stars and 250 
variables, a tremendous accomplish- 
ment, since the discovery of only one 
international 


fame. 

Besides discovering unknown bod- 
les in the heavens, Dr. Cannon has 
charted more than 300,000 stars and 
catalogued them in a monumental 
work which runs to nine volumes and 


has become indispensable to astronom- 


ers. For her achievements, all sorts 
of honors have been awarded her. 

To list all her degrees and honor- 
ary memberships and awards would 
be impossible, but there are some 
which are so unusual that they must 
be mentioned. When, in 1901, the 
University of Groningen of Holland 
made Annie Jump Cannon a Doctor of 
Astronomy, they bestowed upon her

the ilies honor ever granted until 
that time to an American woman by a 
foreign university. When, in 1925, 
the University of Oxford gave Dr. Can- 
non an honorary degree in science, 
it broke a six-century precedent. 
Never before had it given an hon- 
orary degree to a member of the fair 
sex. And when Dr. Cannon received 
the Henry Draper gold medal from 
the National Academy of Sciences in 
this country, she was the first woman 
ever to have received the honor—-in 
45 years, only 20 men had been 
thought outstanding enough in their 
scientific endeavors to have It. 

Dr. Annie Jump Cannon was born 
in Dover, Delaware, on December 11, 
1863. Her father, Wilson Lee Can- 
non, knew the constellations and en- 
joyed nothing better than telling his 
small daughter about them. Annie's 
mother, who was Mary Elizabeth Jump 
Cannon, a member of the well-known, 
old America Jump family of Phila- 
delphia, was a sensitive and imagina- 
tive person; she often sat with her 
child while the embryo scientist used 
a smoking candle to light up her as- 
tronomical guide book as she gazed 
upon the wonders of the heavens. 

Annie Cannon knew that she 
wanted to devote her life to study. Af- 
ter finishing high school in Dover, she 
matriculated at Wellesley College, 
where she showed great ability in 


. higher mathematics, the basis for as- 


tronomy. After graduation from 
Wellesley in 1884, Annie Cannon went 
to Radcliffe for special work in as- 
tronomy,. 


were rare phenomena. Men did not 

consider that women had the proper 
mental equipment for mathematics or 
any scientific pursuits and there were 
scarcely any opportunities for them in 
any universities or in any institutions 
of research. 

In 1882 occurred the death of Dr. 
Henry Draper of New York, the fa- 
mous astronomer who had made stel- 
lar photography possible. His widow 
gave in his memory the money 
for the Henry Draper Memorial at 
Harvard University and Mrs. W. P. 
Fleming was placed at the head of 
this department. She was the first 
woman whose name appeared in the 
Harvard University catalogue. 

In 1897 Annie Cannon became an 
assistant at the Harvard Observatory 
under Professor Edward C. Pickering.

Dr. Cannon began work on the Magel- 
lan Cloud, “a nebulous island outside 
our own universe,’ and in 1932 she 
charted and catalogued “our own 
Milky Way.’ She also completed a 
bibliography of 75,000 references to 
variable stars. 

What an enormous task her charts 

are can be judged from the fact that 
when a layman looks at the sky, even 
on the clearest, starriest night, he is 
able to see at the most 5000 stars. Dr. 
Cannon makes her charts from stars 
that are never visible to the man in 
the street, and she does this by means 
of photographs which are in turn 
made through a telescope and a prism. 
The prism breaks up the rays of light 
and gives the spectrum of each star. 
Dr. Cannon examines the plates with 
a magnifying glass. The colors of the 
spectrum do not show, but across the 
horizontal streak of the spectrum run 
at intervals very small vertical lines 
of varying breadth and intensity. By 
these lines, Dr. Cannon finds out what 
is in the stars, for the lines mean 
things to her. Certain lines mean cal- 
cium, others mean hydrogen, still 
others mean iron, helium, all the other 
elements. She classifies the stars by 
these lines. 
‘ Dr. Cannon has often taken photo- 
graphs of stars herself. She has jour- 
neyed to far places for this purpose, 
having worked at the Harvard Obser- 
vatory branch in Arequipa, Peru, hav- 
ing gone to Denver in 1919 to take 
photographs of as much of the total 
eclipse of the sun as was then visible, 
and having been a member of many 
expeditions to various parts of this 
and other countries. 

On these expeditions, women are 
still much in the minority, for there 
are still not many women in astron- 
omy. One of the reasons is that the 
endowment for women in this work is 
very small. In 1916, the Maria Mitch- 
ell Association of Nantucket, named 
in honor of a famous early woman as- 
tronomer of Vassar College, set 
aside a fund which would give a $600 
annual fellowship for a woman in as- 
tronomy. The fellowship was given to 
honor Professor Pickering’s fortieth 
year as director at the Harvard Ob- 
servatory. 

Such fellowships are few and far be- 
tween, and recently Dr. Cannon said: 
“We could but wish that the legiti- 
mate work of these young women to- 
ward increasing our insight ipto the 
true nature of the stars and the phys- 


walk and hold himself; his hands were 
not bunches of carrots; he had evi- 
dent appreciation of the period of the 
opera and the character of the role.

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ical laws of the universe could drive 
out superstitions, such as the middie- 
age belief in horoscopes “and as- 
trology which still besets the minds 
of so many women in our own 
country. 

“One is reminded of Tycho Brahe, 
the great Danish astronomer of the 
sixteenth century, who, after casting 
many horoscopes and indulging freely 
in the fancies of Astrology in his 
younger days, said in later life that 
he did not care to mix in astrological 
matters, but for some years had en- 
deavored to put astronomy into prop- 
er order, because only in this way by 
reliable instruments and mathematical 
methods and certainty, could the truth 
be ascertained. 

“Women are now prepared to make 
greater contributions by mathematical 
*hethods than ever before, and in these 
days, when there is an increasing in- 
terest in astronomy and a multiplicity 
of research problems, may we not hope 
that new fellowships will be founded? 
Thus greater opportunity could be giv- 
en to young women of promise to help 
in present-day problems whose solu- 
tions will put astronomy into more 
proper order.” 


R. CANNON’S name has ap- 

peared very often On lists of fa- 

mous women. Ida M. Tarbell 
named Annie Jump Cannon as one of 
the fifty foremost women in the Unit- 
ed States and the National League of 
Women Voters several years ago called 
her one of the twelve greatest living 
women, and one of the most modest. 
When Dr. Cannon came to address the 
members of the Rittenhouse Astro- 
nomical Society in Frankling Institute 
in Philadelphia in April, 1933, she was 
the first woman ever to speak before 
this august body and she was the first 
woman whom the Royal Astronomical 
Society of Great Britain made an hon- 
orary member. 

Youthful, vivacious, dressing in the 
latest style, with sparkling eyes and u 
dimpled smile, Dr. Cannon talks main- 
ly of the stars and seldom gives any- 
thing but brief and impersonal inter- 
views. She has kept in close contact 
with her native Delaware and re- 


- ceived a degree of Doctor of Science 


from the University of Delaware in 
1918. Her alma mater, Wellesley, 
coonferred a degree of Doctor of Let- 
ters upon her in 1925. She has re- 
ceived other awards and prizes as well. 

Outside of talking and writing about 
the ‘‘faint stars’’ and the bright ones, 
Dr. Cannon has two avocations— 
playing the piano and taking long 
walks. 


is no trick for him to hold high “C.”’ 

The son of Oliver Benton, retired 
lumberman, Joe Benton attended the 
University of Oklahoma, where he was 
taken into Phi Beta Kappa, the schol- 
astic society, and Pi Kappa Alpha fra- 
ternity, besides becoming a Bachelor 
of Arts in 1920 and later a Bachelor 
of Music. While a rollicking member 
of the Glee Club he had his ambition 
set on being a physician and entered 
medical school. Then, at the age of 20, 
he was confronted with a difficult 
choice—whether to accept a Rhodes 
scholarship to Oxford University or a 
scholarship to Chicago Musical Col- 
lege. He picked the latter. 


Nice, France, and studied for two 

years with the famous Jean de 
Reszke. Running short of funds, he 
came home for a concert tour, which 
enabled him to spend the next nine 
years in Italy. There he rehearsed 
with Ottorino Resphigi, the composer, 
and there a musical group made him a 
present of the complete score of Res- 
phigi’'s “La Fiamma,” one of his 
prized possessions. 

He made a debut at Rome in 1928 
and, all told, enjoyed 411 operatic 
appearances in Italy and elsewhere in 
Europe. In that respect and in his 
sudden rise to the Metropolitan his ca- 
reer has been analagous to the fanci- 
ful stories of the movies, such as that 
in “One Night of Love.’’ 

Upon his return to storm America 
be sang at the Century of Progress 
Exposition in Chicago in 1934 and 
that autumn took the first big step by 
appearing in ‘‘La Tosca” with the Chi- 
cago Civic Opera Company, opposfte 
Maria Jeritza and with his friend and 
counselor, Ernestine Schumann- 
Heink, in the audience. 

Last autumn Chicago critics praised

HAD lost track of 
the time—absorbed 
by the insides of a 
Browning machine 
gun — until I laid 
down an oily screw- 
driver and glanced 
at the clock. Eleven 
o'clock. Late already. 

I tore out of the 
Armament Section of the 20th Bom- 
bardment Squadron and across the 
big empty hangar toward the flight 
locker room. Three of the huge Key- 
stone bombers had just been rolled 
out onto line, and I was scheduled to 
fly one of them—as No. 3 in a three- 
plane formation. I could hear 
the thunder of six Cyclone engines 
warming up outside. A mechanic cut 
the racket off short as he hauled the 
hangar door shut against the frosty 
air of a January morning at Langley 
Field. 

I skidded to a brief halt before the 
bulletin board in the locker room, to 
make sure of my ship’s number; 148 
it was. Crew chief: Sergeant Eddy. 
Passenger: Corporal Miller. 

I jerked open my locker, pulled on 
helmet and goggles, light leather fly- 
ing jacket, and winter flying moc- 
casins. No time for the full heavy 
winter-flying equipment. Better to 
freeze up there than to miss the flight. 
It’s a serious matter to be absent 
from an ordered mission in the Army 
without air-tight excuse. I seized para- 
chute and fur gloves; ran out to 148. 

Those numbers were painted white, 
and three feet high, on the olive-drab 
side of the bulky bomber; but I had no 
reason to give them any especial heed 
this morning. I didn't notice for in- 
stance that they added up to thirteen. 
Nor, for that matter, did I stop to re- 
call that the date on today's opera- 
tions order read 1-23-34, which adds 
to the same total. And I was ignor- 
ant of still another fact: That punc- 
tuality doesn’t always pay—that punc- 
tuality on my part this morning would 
have provided a job for a dredge: The 
job of grappling along the muddy bot- 
tom of Chesapeake Bay for my body— 
within twenty minutes. You see, or- 
dinarily I should have had time to 
climb into my heaviest winter-flying 
equipment; but that comes later. 


the cockpit of 148, with Sergeant 

Eddy sitting beside him. I 
walked out under the noge and criss- 
crossed my arms at the pilot. It was 
Lieutenant Crain. As he unfastened 
his safety belt and climbed down out 
of the ship, I could almost hear him 
cussing above the explosive hum of the 
left engine, which the crew chief Was 
gunning up. Crain stamped up to me, 
clumsy in his heavy winter suit; his 
breath came in steamy white puffs as 
he pitched into me for being late, fore- 
ing him to dress himself up and climb 
into that ship for nothing. Crain 
ought to have kissed me. He would 
have if he had known what I didn't 
know—yet. 

1 graspéd the handgrip on the side 
of the fuselage and swung myself up 
to the black corrugated cat-waik that 
protects the fabric of the lower wing 
as you walk up to the cockpit in the 
nose, just fore of the broad wing's 
leading edge. The idling right pro- 
peller tossed a chill draft over me 
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by the uncertainty of wondering what 


‘control was going to fail next, and by 


the effort to find a new way to make 
the ship go where I wanted it to go. 
‘Then fear hit me. It wrapped round 
my inwards and gave them a twist. I 
had a nauseated taste in my mouth. 

The bomber couldn't be landed. 1 
realized that instantly when I slowed 
the big fellow down to anywhere near 
its landing speed. Even at 5000 feet, 
in smooth air, the ship would fall off 
into a steep bank, to stay there wheel- 
ing in a tight descending circle for ten 
or fifteen seconds before I could right 
it, if I throttled back to below 90 miles 
an hour. Only above that speed did 
its inherent stability permit any sort 
of control. 

It was easy to imagine what would 
happen in that gusty air close to the 
ground—a wing would drop and dig 
its tip into the ground, and 148 would 
roll itself up in a ball and ourselves 
with it. That happened to an Army 
flyer out on the West Coast, and on a 
calm day too. He and his mechanic 
were killed. Their predicament re- 
sulted from taking off with the ailer- 
ons locked. I had no idea what had 
caused our control failure. Neither 
had Sergeant Eddy. Control failures 
in Army aircraft are rare as a lumber- 
jack’s beefsteak. 

From the time we dived out of the 
formation Eddy had been checking all 
visible cables of the control system, 
but he had found nothing. Not know- 
ing exactly where the defect lay, it 
was of first importance for me to get 
Eddy and Miller overboard while the 
ship was still under partial control. 
For if the cables to the flippers broke 
(these are co-ordinated with the rest 
of the control system) we should go 


into a dive which might prevent us all 


an imploring look. I think he hoped 
I'd change my mind. I motioned him 
again, this time violently. He swung 
himself over the side and hung on the 
step. Eddy had given him my instruc- 
tions to hang there until I pulled the 
ship into a stall, which would insure 
his clearing the tall surfaces. 

As near as I could tell, the wind 
was still strong on the ground. I! 
maneuvered until | was approximately 
four miles upwind of the field, which 
I estimated would be more than 
enough to prevent his overshooting 
Langley Field, an area nearly a mile 
square, and pulled the nose up steep- 
ly. Miller dropped off. I tried to 
keep him in sight, but some part of 
the wings or the fuselage, between 
them, blanketed him from me. 

Eddy crawled back safely, dropped 
down beside me, and gave a reassuring 
nod. “It opened,” he yelled in my 
ear. I hoped that I had been a good 
marksman—that I'd dropped my hu- 
man bomb somewhere near the field. 
It's hard to judge on a windy day. 

But Miller turned out to be no help 
as a practice shot, for I never did see 
where he landed 
—what with my 
hands full of un- 
ruly airplane. Five 
minutes passed 
before we had 
completed a wide 
circle and were in 


thrust its mije-wide finger of freezing 
steel blue water in from Chesapeake 
Bay. I searched the landing field ana 
the region round it for the white dor 
that would show me where Eddy or 
Miller had landed, to give me some. 
thing to go by. But no sign of either 
of them. 

I maneuvered to the same position 
from which they had jumped—four 
miles upwind—and headed away from 
the field. I snapped open my safety 
belt and rolled the stabilizer al! the 
way back to keep the ship in a glide 
when its pilot was gone. For the last 
time, I reared the giant Keystone back 
so that its nose pointed almost straigh: 
up, and I reached for the emergency 
switch that cuts both engines. Ags | 
did so my stomach felt all wrong. | was 
physically, almost actively, sick. -A 
brief picture came to me of the strick- 
en look on Miller's face when he hesi- 
tated to climb out and of the grim ex.- 
pression on Eddy’'s after he bad smiled 
and shook hands. And I understood. 

I filpped the emergency switch 
down, placed my right hand on the rip. 
cord over my heart, jumped over the 

edge of the cockpit to the 
catwalk, took two running 
steps along it toward the 


tail, and dived off head first. - 


Instantly my eyes blurred 
with tears from the frozen 
air, but I was able. to 
glimpse the yellow tall flash 
by a safe distance above

the cockpit. The 
cockpit is between 
the twin propel- 
lers. It resembles 
an open  road- 
ster’s front seat up there in the nose 
—a windshield in front you, a wheel 
above your knees, and two pedals 
against your feet, like the brake and 
clutch pedals in a car. 

On my left sat Eddy, a middle-aged 
man with a young man’s smile and 
blue eyes. A little fellow, but big 
enough to keep a 76-foot wing-spread 
bomber in top shape. He stopped beat- 
ing his hands together and helped me 
to strap myself in. 

The two other bombers of the for- 
mation were lined up on my right. 
Painted on their noses in red, yellow, 
white and black was the figure of a 
pirate hurling a lighted pot-shaped 
bomb, our squadron insignia. Lieu- 
tenant Simons, leader, caught my eye. 
I finished testing my brace of Cyclones 
and nodded, releasing the handbrake 
at the same time. Simons turned his 
head toward Lieutenant Dietz. Dietz 
nodded. Simons taxied out. Dietz 
and I fell in behind him, taxying in 
column until Simons came to a stop, 
headed into the wind, stretched his 
arm to the right. Dietz and I took up 


our positions in a right echelon, keep- 
ing our engines tuned up, s0 as not to 
be left behind when Simons com- 
menced to roll forward. 

A 30 to 35-mile-an-hour wind was

blowing, After we -nhad_ bumped 
along on the take-off, and lumbered 
into the air, it was a devil of a job to 
stay in position; bumpy as hell. I 
found myself pulling the wheel clean 
from one side to the other to keep the 
wing level. Ordinarily, no more move- 
ment of the wheel is required/than to 
hold a car straight on a good road. 
This was going to be a tough morning 


for formation flying. VE ee er tl 


Up above 1000 feet, the air becam 
smoother—and colder. My teeth went 
into a tap dance. They call a Key- 
stone bomber the coldest airplane 
a-wing. It is. Simons ied us on up 
to 2500 feet; for even with Dietz and 
myself close to his wingtips, his ship 
would still drop out of sight below and 
then shoot up 20 feet above us 


from the occasional violent currents of 
the lower altitudes. 

Simons leveled out and started in a 
gentile right turn. In the No. 3 posi- 
tion, on his left, I tried to follow. I 
was heaving sharply on the wheel to 
pick up the left wing, which a parti- 
cularly vicious bump had _ just 
knocked down. Suddenly the wheel 
came free in my hands. I spun it all 
the way over to the left—all the way 
over to the right. No tension on it at 
all. And the wing stayed down. No. 
148 was out of control. 

I shoved the wheel forward—the 
flippers took hold all right—and dived 
out of the formation to get clear of the 
other two bombers. The ship contin- 
ued in its steep Jeft bank. I cut_the 
throttles. The bank increased; so I 
opened the throttles wide and used 
full top rudder, pulling back on the 
wheel to check the rapid loss of alti- 
tude. 

I had seen by a quick glance over 
my shoulder that we were well clear 
of Simons and Dietz. Dietz was 
circling us. Gradually—very gradual- 
ly—the big Keystone came out of the 
bank and leveled out. “Altitude!”’ 
was my first impuse. “Get altitude— 
room to bring things under’ control, 
check the trouble, find out what the 
ship will and won't do—room to bail 
out of this damned crate if we have 
to.”’ 

Altitude. I maintained full power 
and commenced to climb. The aileron 
control by which the pilot keeps the 
ship,on an even keel (or banks the 
wings) by turning his wheel was out 
of commission. However, I found that 
I could keep the wings level by 
throttling back the engine on the high 
wing side and by use of the rudder, so 
so long as we didn’t climb so steeply 
as to bring the airspeed below 90. Up 
we went—#teadily. Up to 5000 feet. 
That altitude was like fresh air to the 
suffocating crew of a submarine. 

Five thousand feet. Time to think. 
I'd been to busy to think until now, 
with every nerve and muscle keyed up 


from jumping without fouling in the 
tail. 

I leaned over to Eddy. “We'll have 
to jump, Sergeant."" Eddy’s face was 
a red-blue from the cold, but it paled. 
I've read about people turning pale, 
but that was the first time | remem- 
ber seeing it. Eddy had probably nev- 
er faced the possibility of a jump. And 
he had a family. He scribbled a note 
on the back of the Flight Report 
which he drew from under his seat: 
“Can't you land by using the motors?’’ 
I shook my head. 

We now had the problem of getting 
Miller’s attention. Miller was un- 
aware that anything had gone wrong. 
None of the bomber’s movements ap- 
parently had struck him as out of the 
ordinary for a ship in formation. I! 
bobbed the tail up and down repeat- 
edly, but he failed to stick his head 
out of the rear gunner’s tourelle in 
response to the signal. Eddy solved 
the puzzle—the hard way—the only 
way. 


E REMOVED his gloves, 
H climbed on top of the fuselage, 

and wormed his way aft. He 
must have been 20 feet from the cock- 
pit to the rear gunner’s tourelle, the 
only opening through which he could 
reach Miller, and he was exposed al! 
this time to the icy slipstream, main- 
taianing a precarious grip with bare 
hands. He was in imminent danger of 
being blown off. Had this happened 
he would have been carried back into 
the high tail or into the’ flippers, with 
serious, maybe fatal, resulis. But he 
made it—disappeared inside. 

I was having my hands full holding 
148 atraight and level; but every few 
seconds I peered back. Presently Mil- 
ler thrust his head up. I made a 
sweeping motion with my arm, point- 
ing the thumb down. Miller climbed 
half way out. I repeated the motion. 
He emerged a bit farther and gave me 


a position to drop Eddy. 

“Your turn, Sergeant,’ I shouted. 
“Dive off the trailing edge of the low- 
er wing on your side when I give the 
signal.”” Eddy nodded. Then he did 


two things that would never have oc-- 


curred to me. First, he reached for 
the Flight Report and shoved it inside 
his flying suit. Then he held out his 
hand and smiled. We shook—a quick, 
hard shake. Perhaps that was the- 
atrical. I didn’t think so. It was 
real. There was a finality about it. 

Eddy climbed out to his post where 
the wing joins the fuselage and hung 
there on the step. I could just see the 
top of his helmet. For the second 
time I pulled the nose up. The sing- 
ing of the wind through the struts 
died as the bomber lost speed. The 
helmet disappeared. I was alone. 

For several minutes more I experi- 
mented with the Keystone—trying to 
visualize some way to bring it down 


safely. I hated the idea of turning 
$60,000 worth of bomber loose 
to crash and go up in smoke. But it 


was no use. A landing that would 
save 148 was a hundred-to-one shot.

god son, Alexander Pollock Liv- 
ermore the son of Jessie; and 
$100,000 to the Queen of Spain, 
who was instructed to use it for 
charity in any way she saw ft, 
the rest to be divided among 
Moore’s relatives. Nevertheless 
Dorothy Russell's claims were de- 
cidedly modest. She felt that she 
was entitled at least to the things 
her mother had owned—her jew- 
elry, silver and a portrait by How- 
ard Chandler Christy. She put in 
a claim, which was disregarded. 

So she engaged the services of 
Samuel Kornbluth, a New York 
attorney, and proceeded to try for 
what she could get the hard way. 
It was this litigation that brought 
together the two Dorothys. They 
had been strangers until the ring 
came between them. 

Dorothy Russell has been sig- 
nally unsuccessful in making good 
the claim she bases on verbal 
understandings between her moth- 
er and step-father. Attorney 
Kornbluth pointed out in Judge 
Thomas Trimble’s court in New 
York—-where an attempt to get 
Dorothy Russell half her step- 
father’s estate dragged on for sev- 
eral weeks—that of the 756 
pieces of Lillian Russell's person- 
al property which had been listed 
for sale at auction, only 635 came 
up. Of the missing pieces, one, an 
$8500 pearl necklace, was bought 
in by Moore for $1000, and an- 
other, a $15,000 diamond ring, 
wasn’t even sent to the auction.

caliber revolver bullet. With the 
killer and the body of his victim 
the party made its way to Gold- 
fields.

Just any toy that takes a 
grownup’s fancy—even a very 
‘handsome and expensive toy— 
may not be the correct one to give 
‘to a child who must play with it 
‘in bed. So anyone who is plan- 
ning to take something entertain- 
‘ing to a sick child or to donate 
some toys to a children’s hospital 
may find Miss Smith's suggestions 
helpful. 
| Psychologists agree that chil- 
'dren’s toys should be simple and 
need not be expensive. Many of 
the toys selected by Miss Smith 
can be purchased for ten cents. 
| The reason for this is partly to 
| epare the pocketbook. Another 


important reason is that if the toy 
or book becomes contaminated—it 
may fall on the floor or the child 
using it may develop a contagious 
disease—a clean duplicate can be 
easily provided and the young 
owner need not suffer the pang of 
having to discard his favorite 
plaything. 

Only new toys are acceptable at 
hospitals, where no chances can 
be taken on the young pa- 
tient picking up even a cold 
“germ” to add to his physical 
suffering. 

The beautiful woolly dog or the 
fetching stuffed doll are also on 
the “don't give” list. Stuffed toys 
cannot be cleaned, and toys for 
sick children, especially in a hos- 
pital, must be cleanable. 

Patrons are asked not to give 
playthings that will drop out of 
the child’s high hospital bed and 
break. Avoid also the toys that 
have sharp edges or other features 


that may injure the child when he 


plays with them. A grownup may | 


be amused by pop-up books, but 
the sick child will not be, and he 
may 
them. 
Modeling clay will bring much 
happiness to small patients. An- 
other favorite and approved play- 
thing at Children’s Memorial 
Hospital is a bean bag game con-

We usually did it after the flight, 
when we were making out the rest 
of the report. But it was the kind 
of technicality that might have 
made trouble for me in the inves- 
tigation of the crash. I signed it 
and Eddy stuck it back in its hid- 
ing place. I'll remember Eddy for 
that. 

The exposure treatment Colonel 
Cooper administered must have 
been a good one, for I acquired 
not so much as a sore throat for 
a souvenir of the cold’ bath. How- 
ever, I have one souvenir of the 
game besides the conventional 
gold Caterpillar pin from the Ir- 
vin Parachute Company. It’s the 
inspection card of that trusty silk 
life preserver. The latter was 
picked up from the Back River 
and reconditioned for me to use 
again. On this card they keep a 
record of the inspections, drop- 
tests with dummies, and repack- 
ings of the parachute.
